COLLECT BILLS PROMPTLY 


EXT to lack of experience and lack of capital, the cause for 

the greatest number of failures in every retail trade is the 
neglect or inability of the merchant to collect money owed to 
him for goods sold on credit. According to business experts the 
principal reason why many bills are not paid is that they are not 
presented promptly and their payment insisted upon at the time 
agreed. Every one who has tried to collect overdue bills knows 
that the difficulty of collection increases with the age of the bill. 
It is simply human nature. All of us try to shirk payment for a 
thing long since used or a pleasure almost forgotten, and many 
even shirk payment of a debt for service rendered in time of 
need if their gratitude is allowed to grow cold by delay in pre- 
senting the debtor’s claim. Few merchants realize the percent- 
age against them of satisfactorily collecting long overdue bills, 
and perhaps the druggist, even more than other retailers, suffers 
from this trait of human nature. It is quite easy for a person 
to rush into a drug store and ask for something needed in an 
emergency or in a case of sudden illness, and it is very hard for 
the druggist to refuse the aid or article requested unless the 
price is paid then and there, but such cases are infrequent and 


the loss may be cheerfully borne. 


\ 
HAT does occur more often, though, is loss through ex- 
tending credit to persons who are profuse in promises 

when asking the favor of credit, and who are equally profuse in 
expressions of indignation when the druggist’s bill is presented 
and payment asked. Yet even in the two cases cited loss could 
be avoided many times if the bill for the goods given in time of 
need or on asked for credit is promptly presented. There -is 
also a class of people who “run an account” and take their own 
leisure in paying for what they get. The druggist often fears 
to press his bill lest he hurt their feelings and thereby lose a cus- 
tomer. Even with these it is best to present bills promptly and 
insist on payment. Next to a reputation for paying his own in- 
debtedness promptly and at the time agreed, the best asset for a 
merchant is the reputation for collecting accounts due him 


promptly.

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HEN a man receives notice from a bank that his note is 
due on a certain day he does not expect the bank to wait 
until it suits his convenience to take it up; he either pays it or 
arranges for an extension, which he must pay for. In one sense 
the bill rendered by the merchant is a note; value has been given 
by him, and the verbal or implied promise to pay has been given 
by the customer. Just as the bank firmly insists upon payment 
of notes held by it at the time they are due, so should the drug- 
gist. insist upon prompt payment of accounts of customers, and 
if he makes the prompt presentation of bills a rule his custom- 
ers will soon learn that they cannot expect good natured toler- 
ance of slow payments. Here again is a trait of human nature 
to be considered. Every one will pay such bills as taxes, insur- 
ance, etc.,if they have the money, without thinking of asking an 
extension or putting off the payment, yet if the grocer or butcher 
is good natured and does not dun his patrons for his bill they 
will very likely let him wait for his money. Therefore, it be- 
hooves the druggist to get the reputation of insisting on prompt 
payments of bills, and, unless the debtor wishes to defraud or 
cannot pay, people will obey the custom. 


UT to collect bills promptly they must be presented promptly. 
Every billhead should contain the notification that the 
credit given is for a definite time and that payment is expected 
according to the implied agreement when goods are sold on 
credit. The customer who objects to having a bill presented is 
either a crank or a cheat, and in either case is not a particularly 
desirable patron. It should also be remembered that delay in 
collecting accounts means actual loss, for if the money were in 
the bank instead of in the customer’s pocket it would be earn- 
ing interest for the druggist.

The past is 
irrevocable, the future is at the mercy of a thousand influences. 
What is to be done must be done now. The philosophy of the 
quotation, “Yesterday was, tomorrow will be, only today is,” 
must appeal to every business man. It is a law of the business 
world which knows no variation. The young man who adopts 
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this principle and acts upon it may feel assured of obtaining 
success so far as any human action can give such assurance. 


LOST MOTION IN THE DRUG STORE 

|" an account could be made of the Jost time, wasted effort, 

work done many times over and the thousand and one ways 
in which time and money are wasted and lost in the retail drug 
store, it might explain why many druggists fail. Let every 
druggist seriously question himself in this matter. Does he have 
the time to do the many things he plans and wants to do to im- 
prove himself, his store, his clerks and his trade? Does he have 
time to join:his state and the national pharmaceutical association 
and take an active part in their work? Does he have time to 
cultivate professional relations with the physicians of his neigh- 
borhood? Does he have time to keep his store up to date, to 
dress his windows attractively, to adopt modern methods of 
business getting, to properly serve his customers, to make his 
own line of preparations, in fact, time to do the things that are 
absolutely requiréd for success these days? And if not, why 
not? Simply because of lost motion, because of the time wasted 


in doing things the wrong way. 


N the matter of arrangement of stock more time is wasted in 
the retail drug store than for any other cause. Goods are 
put away haphazard, there is no system in the arrangement of 
the drugs atvthe prescription counter, articles seldom called for 
are put away in any place convenient at the last time they were 
handled, nobody knows for certain just where anything is, and 
if something is wanted it must be hunted for. How often can 
one notice in a drug store the whole staff, from proprietor 
down, looking for some article asked for by a customer and 
finally having to lose a sale—and possibly a customer—because 
no one knew where the thing was put when last handled. This 
is one direction in which lost motion means lost business. The 
amount of time and energy that could be saved in the average 
drug store by a systematic arrangement of stock will amply 
afford time to the proprietor and clerks to wait upon customers 
rapidly and efficiently during the busiest time. 


HERE is also lost motion by improper arrangement of stock, 
even though the arrangement be systematic and the loca- 

tion of the goods remembered. If goods that are frequently sold 
are put in the back of the store, necessitating travel of 30 or 40 
feet during rush hours, it will take much longer to wait on cus- 
tomers, and some will get tired of waiting their turn and will leave 
the store to go to another where there is less delay. Incidentally, 
if things are placed so that they are easy to reach many steps 
will be saved and the day’s end will not find everybody so tired 
out. There are hundreds of ways of doing things in drug 
stores that cause an idiotic waste of time and effort; lost mo- 
tion this is now called, and every druggist can find something 
to correct. Successful druggists are always busy, but they al- 
ways have plenty of time for anything worth while. Why? 
Because they avoid lost motions, they do things systematically 
and in the simplest, easiest, quickest way. What can be done by 
a clerk they never waste time doing themselves, and they see 
that their stores are so arranged and managed that their clerks 
can accomplish the greatest amount of results with the least 


effort.

MAKING HOT DRINKS PAY 

N old professicnal beggar once said, “It’s mighty little use 
4 to try to make a touch from a feller on a cold night; 
most of them have got their coats buttoned up tight and it’s too 
much trouble to open ’em to get a dime for a handout. | 
tumbled to it long ago that when a man’s cold he ain’t got no 
charity, but when he’s warmed up with a good hot drink on a 
cold night he’ll most always hand out something. Cold nights 
now I stand outside hot drink places and make my touch before 
the guy buttons up his coat; he’s easy then.” By hard experi- 
ence the old parasite had learned the secret of getting money in 
an easy way. His conclusion was perfectly right. The average 
person who is bundled up in coat or wraps and walking briskly 
along the street to warm up from biting winds or chilling cold 
is not usually willing to stop, unbutton wraps and go down in a 
pecket for money. Even the newsboys recognize this and sel- 
com try to sell a paper to a bundled up man on a cold night. 
But how clearly the old fellow recognized the effect of warmth! 
It is the province of the enterprising druggist to supply the hot 
drinks that will make the cold customer “loosen up” both his 


overcoat and his purse. 


HERE are two ways in which the sale of hot drinks during 
winter can be made to pay a good profit: First, by the 
profits from the sale of hot drinks alone; second, by the sale of 
goods at that psychological moment, recognized by our friend the 
beggar, when the combined effect of a pleasing beverage and the 
warming up after exposure have made one cheerful and gener- 
ously inclined. “It’s cold outside,” one thinks with a shudder; it’s 
no trouble now to get out the change to buy something; better 
get it now and save the trouble of having to unbutton and but- 
ton up again later on.” It all depends upon the way the store 
and fountain are managed whether or not this psychological 
cffect and its remunerative result are obtained. 


O begin with, any druggist who intends to sel! hot drinks 
in his store during winter should make up his mind before 
he starts whether he is going to do it to make money or just 
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tecause other druggists in his town or neighborhood do it. If 
he goes into it from the latter motive, resurrects the old ap- 
paratus and replaces the fly specked sign of “cold soda” with 
another almost equally specked, saying “hot soda,” and prepares 
himself to be patient and appear pleasant when handing the 
casual stranger an insipid mug of beef tea or chocolate prepared 
after ten or fiften minutes’ waiting for the “water to get hot,” 
If the 
serving of hot drinks cannot be made important and profitable 


then he had best not waste his time, gas and water. 


enough to warrant the time and labor to do it properly, then 
don't do it. Ii the thing is done half heartedly and the service 
is slipshod and grudging it will certainly not pay a profit; the 
result will be far worse than the loss of the dollars invested in 
a cheap outfit, for the store and its owner will be judged and 


rated accordingly. 


HY will druggists persist in paying out good money for

Doctors nowadays 
eucourage patronage of the soda fountain, they enjoy its re- 
ireshing beverages themselves, and for this very reason the 
druggist is judged in other matters by this most prominent 
feature of the store. If the fountain in front is dirty, what is 


the back part of the store like? 


O make the serving of hot drinks profitable it must be made 
attractive to people who are cold and crave a few minutes 

of warmth and comfort. The manner of doing this varies ac- 
cording to locality, but one broad principle applies to all stores 
whether in a big city or in a small town: Make tke store look 
warm and comfortable from the outside and make it feel warm 
and comfortable inside. Lots of people go into a place for a 
hot drink just because it looks warm and inviting from the 
outside; if they find it up to expectations they are put into a 
good humor, relax and look around and perhaps see something 
wanted or scmething novel, and, feeling in a good humor, spend 
money that otherwise would have gone somewhere else. In 
the summer time people who patronize the soda fountain are 
usually merely seeking something to quench their thirst or to 
cool them off; in winter the patron of the hot drink counter 
wants warmth as well as a drink. Therefore, one who seeks 
to make the serving of hot drinks a feature should bear in 
And 
the druggist must provide ample accommodation for the patrons 


mind that a hot drink will not popularize a cold store. 


sought, according to the location of the store and the number 
of persons served daily, for people coming in for a hot drink 
from the biting cold outside are not usually in a hurry to face 
the winds again and will many times purchase a trifle as an 


excuse for prolonging a stay in a cosy and comfortably room.

To induce people to buy the first time the store must be 
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made attractive looking and cosy and inviting on a cold day. 
If the druggist cannot serve hot drinks good enough the first 
time to make people want to come back for more the next time 
he had better not start the thing at all. There are lots of ways 
to make the store look inviting from the outside, but the drug- 


gist must also be sure to make it inviting inside. 





THE HIGHER PRICE OF DRUGS 


RUGGISTS who are inclined to protest and complain at the 

spectacular rise in prices of botanical drugs and barks, 
which has occurred within the last two months, should realize 
that this marking up of quotations has been forced upon the im- 
porters and local handlers by the failure or material curtailment 
of the crops abroad, and is not in any way attributable to an 
attempt on the part of those who sell these commodities to cor- 
ner the market. 


M ANY factors have contributed toward the curtailment of 

the botanical drug harvests in Europe, Asia and Africa 
this year, but the chief influence in the heavy falling off in the 
yicld ot these articles has been the almost unprecedentedly hot 
weather and resultant drought in Europe this summer, which 
has scorched the growing crops of all descriptions, including 
both cultivated and wild botanical products, and has also even 
deprived the cattle of sufficient pasturage to enable them to add 
their usual quota to the world’s supply of milk. Not since 1840 
has Europe experienced such intensely hot and withering weather 
as it suffered from during June, July and August of this year. 
Similarly hot weather also prevailed in India and Africa. If this 
were the sole influence:in depleting the world’s supplies of bo- 
tanical drugs, it would be sufficient to account for the greater 
part of the recent sharp rise in the prices of herbs, leaves, flow- 
ers, seeds, beans, barks and roots. In the case of botanical 
drugs, however, another important element has entered into the 
situation to cause a heavy falling off in this year’s supply. This 
element of curtailment has been found in the refusal of many of 
the men, women and children, hitherto employed in gathering 
these products of Nature, to tontinue in this occupation now 
that they have found more remunerative work in other fields of 
industry. In Germany, where the reduction in the ranks of herb 
gatherers has been most noteworthy within the last twelve 
months, many hundreds of persons hitherto éngaged in this work 
have sought other employment during the last few years, but 


the defection in the ranks of German herb pickers never hitherto 

reached such serious proportions as within the last year. 

¢ is the failure of the European crops, however, that has 
caused most of the present scarcity in the supply of botan- 


ical drugs, and which has hrought about new high levels of 


The 
direct result of the heavy reduction in the foreign yield of hops, 


prices with the gradual exhaustion of the old crop stocks. 


for example, has been a sharp advance in lupulin, due to the 
marking up of hop prices to the highest figures reached in many 
years. Similarly, the failure of the ergot crop in Russia and 
Spain has forced the price of this drug up to what appears to 
be an exorbitant figure. The heavy falling off in the red 
rose crops of Bulgaria and Turkey, and in the light rose crops 
of France, Italy and Spain has resulted in an advance in prices 


for otter of rose and rose water. The almost complete failure 
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of the crops of opium, ginsen, Roman Chamomile, marjoram, etc., 
have naturally brought about a similar dearth of new supplies 
and a similar marking up of prices for the stocks still available. 


T is cold comfort to predict that the worst is yet to come in 
| this direction of still higher prices for botanical drugs, but 
this conclusion is forced upon us when we consider that, with 
an acute scarcity of supplies almost immediately after the har- 
vesting of the new crops, the outlook certainly favors a further 
advance in prices when the daily consumption of the old crop 
stocks has reduced them to the vanishing point. 


A GERMAN VIEW OF SODIUM BENZOATE 

RESIDENT REMSEN, of the Johns Hopkins University 

and of the famous Remsen Referee Board, is credited with 
having formulated a Jaw to the effect that “the heat evolved in 
a discussion is in inverse ratio to the knowledge of the dis- 
putants.’ The discussions regarding the use of benzoate of 
soda as a preservative in this country have frequently afforded 
illustrations of this law. The heat evolved has sometimes been 
so great that the scientific aspects of the question have been lost 
sight of and reasoning been replaced by appeals to passion and 
even by misrepresentation; the latter is especially out of place 
in the discussion of subjects in which “misbranding” and “exag- 
geration” are such important factors. Thus immediately after 
the publication of the report of the Remsen board showing that 
no deleterious effects from the use of small amounts of benzoate 
could be detected by the most refined methods of chemistry and 
medicine, the only reply the more intemperate advocates of its 
prohibition could make was that “in any case it was a nasty sub- 
stance obtained from the urine of horses”—referring to an old 
method, now of historical interest only, of its preparation from 


hippuric acid. 


ARLY in this year there was published in Germany a very 
carefully worded, temperate discussion of the benzoate 
question by a scientific deputation composed of members from 
the leading medical men and public health officials of Berlin. 
This deputation condemned the use of sodium benzoate as a 
preservative of foodstuffs, the decision being based partly on 
commercial reasons, partly on a possible danger to health, Such 
a decision from some of the foremost medical men of the world 
naturally gave much satisfaction to those in this country who 
are opposed to the use of this preservative. The report, or 
more correctly, the report of the Washington correspondents of 
various daily and trade journals, was, however, immediately 
seized upon as a campaign document in favor of Dr. Wiley and 
against the Remsen board. The consequence has been that, so 
far as we are aware, only very distorted versions of this im- 
portant document have appeared in either the daily or profes- 
sional press. The reports emanating from Washington, which 
have come to our notice, are very similar; they state that the 
“decision sustains Dr. Wiley” and is “antagonistic to the Rem- 
sen board,” and usually conclude somewhat as follows: “In con- 
clusion the Prussian board emphatically sides with Dr. Wiley 
in the following language: ‘The Royal Scientific Deputation for 
Medical Affairs is likewise of the opinion that the use of ben- 
zoic acid and benzoates should not be permitted for the preser- 


vation of foodstuffs.’ ” 
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| l’ may seem at first sight captious to criticise the form of 

statement since the essential fact, namely, that the deputa- 
tion condemned the use of benzoate, is clearly stated, but there 
are reasons why it seems desirable to call attention to the mis- 
In 
the first place, it is doubtful whether the German deputation had 


representations and innuendos contained in these reports. 


Dr. Wiley in mind at all when it wrote the word “likewise” ; 
Dr. Wiley’s experiments had been dismissed earlier in the report 
with the remark that his experimental methods were open to 
criticism and that the effects he reported could not with cer- 
tainty be attributed to the benzoate... The “likewise” followed 
immediately after a discussion of the attitude of the French and 
Austrian governments towards sodium benzoate and plainly re- 
fers to this. Instead of taking an attitude antagonistic to the 
Remsen board the deputation, after dismissing Dr. Wiley’s ex- 
periments as unsatisfactory, accept the conclusions of this board 
in their entirety, but state that they were not of a character 
(which the Remsen board did not claim them to be) to justify 
the conclusion that larger doses than were used would, under 
all circumstances, be harmless, The deputation fully accepts the 


conciusion that small doses are harmless. 


HUS the report really shows that some of the leading medi- 
cal men of Germany are in accord with some of the fore- 
most scientists of the United States as to the harmlessness of 
small doses of sodium benzoate. It would now seem to be time 
to turn to the practical question of whether it is feasible and 
desirable and whether there are good commercial reasons for 
permitting the use of such small quantities. This important 
question has received little consideration in the United States; 
Dr. Wiley has maintained that its use should not be permitted 
at all, whereas Secretary Wilson has permitted its use in such 
a variety of products and in such quantities as to alarm even 
those who see little objection to its use under certain restric- 
tions. This state of affairs results from the official attitude that 
a thing is either a “poison” and to be prohibited under all cir- 
cumstances or that it is not a poison and is to be permitted un- 
der all circumstances. Such an attitude is opposed both to 
common sense and to science; it is only necessary to consider 
caffeine, a’ far more “poisonous” substance than sodium ben- 
zoate, which is used daily by hundreds of millions of people 
without harm. 
. alcohol, a decidedly “‘poisonous” substance, is to be per- 
mitted in extracts used to flavor ice cream, etc., why should 
not the use of sodium benzoate to preserve the fruit juices of 
the soda water fountain be at least recognized as a subject for 


consideration ? 


pea Prussian deputation which condemned the use of sodium 
benzoate as a preservative of foodstuffs has recognized the 
feasibility of the restricted use of chemical preservatives; in a 
decision rendered about a month after the benzoate decision the 
use of formic acid (a more “poisonous” substance than benzoate 
of soda) was sanctioned as a preservative of lemon juice on the 
ground that the latter is much diluted before its consumption,

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An International Committee on— 
Pharmaceutical Nomenclature

T the Boston meeting of the American Pharmaceutical Association, the Editor of the AMERICAN 
Druccist presented a paper calling attention to the dangerous similarity in the names of phar- 

maceutical preparations, and proposed the establishment of an international committee on pharmaceuti- 
cal nomenclature in the following preamble and resolutions which were adopted: 

Whereas, There is a notable lack of uniformity in the nomenclature adopted by the several pharmacopeeias 
throughout the world, and 

Whereas, The multiplication of titles of medicinal substances goes forward with increasing rapidity, and 

Whereas, Many of these titles simulate either in spelling or sound the titles of wholly dissimilar substances, 
and 

Whereas, Such similarity is a constant menace to the safety of the public, tending to cause errors in dispensing, 
therefore be it 

Resolved, By the American Pharmaceutical Association that steps should be taken to bring about the estab- 
lishment of an International Committee on Pharmaceutical Nomenclature with a view to the adoption of a uniform 
pharmacopceal nomenclature throughout the world and to prevent as far as possible the adoption of titles of sim- 
ilar sound or spelling for medicinal substances whether of a proprietary character or not, and be it further 

Resolved, That the president of the American Pharmaceutical Association be instructed to appoint a com- 
mittee of five members whose duty it shall be to bring these resolutions before the various national pharmaceu- 
tical organizations throughout the world and before the section on pharmacy of the Congress of Applied Chemistry 
and invite these bodies to appoint similar committees to confer with this committee with a view to elaborating 


plans for the creation of a ‘permanent International Committee on Pharmaceutical Nomenclature. 
President Godding has appointed the following committee to carry out the objects set forth:

HAVE read with much interest the paper presented by the 

editor of the AmMerICAN Drucaist at the Boston mecting of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association concerning the nomen- 
clature of chemical and pharmaceutical preparations and propos- 
ing the establishment of an international committee on pharma- 
ceutical nomenclature. The list of names of similar sound or 
spelling which is included in the paper was very instructive and 
could be made still more effective for pharmacists in other 
countries if the names of all proprietary articles used in other 
countries were also enumerated 

We all know that pharmaceutical and pharmacopeeial nomen- 
clature is complicated that the difference between the 
nomenclature in different countries frequently gives rise to much 
trouble to chemists and pharmacists. I quite agree with Mr. 
Mayo that all this serves to emphasize the need for such an 
international committee as is proposed by him. But this is not 
the only direction in which there is a need for international co- 
operation in pharmacy. There are many other pharmaceutical 
questions which can only be solved in a satisfactory manner 
along international channels. It is the object of the Federation 
Internationale Pharmaceutique, which was established by the In- 
ternational Pharmaceutical Congress held at Brussels, to pro- 
mote pharmacy in just this way, 


and 


Article 3 of the rules and regulations of the federation scts 
forth the fact that the federation will endeavor to promote its 
objects by the publication of papers on subjects of interest to 
international pharmaceutics and by doing all the things which 
may be looked upon as conducive to the attainment of the 
objects for which the federation was founded. 

Under article 13 the central committee of the federation is 
authorized to appoint special commissions for special purposes 
and to invite persons, even though not already members of the 
central committee, to take part in the work and the discussions 
of this committee. These special commissions will be expected 
to draw up reports for submission to the central committee, 
while all papers are to be sent to the secretary. I am con- 


vinced that in order to obtain the objects set forth by Mr. Mayo 
it would be advisable for the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation to propose the establishment of a special commission of 
the Federation Internationale Pharmaceutique on this subject. 
Several pharmaceutical associations, representing the pharmaceu- 
tical professions in their respective countries, have decided to 
become members of the Federation Internationale Pharma- 
ceutique, and this plan for the organization of an international 
committee will therefore be more easily obtained through the 
co-operation of these societies than in any other way. 

The reports of the meetjngs and the papers read will be 
regularly published by the bureau and circulated among the 
members in different countries. 

I trust that this proposal will meet with the approval of 
the readers of the AMERICAN Drvuccist and of the pharmacists 
of America in general, for I am convinced that the inauguration 
of such a movement would constitute a happy beginning of the 
activities of the Federation Internationale Pharmaceutique and 
ene which would have most beneficent results. 


STANDARDIZATION OF SOLUTIONS FOR 
ALKALOIDAL ASSAY’

| T occurred to one of us that some of the variations in results 
obtained by chemists when assaying the same drug might be 
due to the different standards used in preparing their standard 
solutions, possibly also to the indicator used. This suggested 
that it might be interesting and instructive to determine to what 
extent these factors affect the results when conducting experi- 
ments under exactly the same conditions as to apparatus, tem- 
perature, etc, 
A quantity of solution of potassium hydroxide was prepared 
and made as nearly one fiftieth as possible. The exact factor 


1Abstract of a paner read before the Scientific Section of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association at the Boston meeting. 
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was then determined by means of the various standards used by 
chemists, phenolphthalein being used as the indicator. The 
usual standards employed gave considerable variation, the re- 
sult of a number of titrations with each standard giving the fol- 
lowing results, calculated in factors for potassium hydroxide:

Bear in mind that these figures simply show the relation of 
one standard to another, or, the variation of the several stand- 
ards used when titrating exactly the same alkaline solution. 

Oxalic acid is preferred by some chem- 
ists, but has fallen into disfavor because 
it contains water of crystallization, a por- 
| tion of which is apt to be lost during dry- 

ing to free it from adherent moisture. 

Succinic acid is free from water of crys- 

tallization, and hence can be dried with- 

out loss. The principal objection that 
can be raised to any of these standards 
for alkaloidal assay is that one indicator 
must be used in the standardization of the 
alkali and another in the actual assay of 
alkaloids. It is proposed to overcome this 
objection by the use of pure anhydrous 
morphine as the standard. Morphine does 
not readily give up its water of crystalli- 
“ zation unless subjected to a temperature 
STEVENS of 110° C. for several hours, when the 
morphine darkens and there is a probabil- 
ity that some of it has been decomposed. We prefer to use 
crystallized morphine freed from adhering moisture by exposure 
in a desiccator for several hours, having found that a sam- 
ple of crystallized morphine so treated failed to lose weight in 
after of twenty-four hours, 
while a sample of oxalic acid kept in the same desiccator for 
the same length of time lost nearly all of its water of crys- 
tallization, and hence iost in weight after having been’ appar- 
ently dried to constant weight.

A given weight of dried crystalline morphine was dissolved 
in a definite volume of standard sulphuric acid, and the acid 
actually combined with the morphine was determined, and from 
the results the factor was calculated. The average from several 
determinations was 1.0065 with cochineal as indicator and 1.004 
with methyl red. 

Experiments were also made to determine the variations in 
the results of assays due to the use of different indicators. In 
the first series of experiments the potassium hydroxide solution 
used was standardized by the use of potassium bitartrate. In 
the second series oxalic acid was used as the standard; in the 
third, succinic acid. The average of a number of assays showed 
that phenolphthalein gave the highest factor, iodeosin the lowest. 
The general results were about as follows, using the factor 
found with each indicator for comparison: Phenolphthalein, 
1.0091; hematoxylin, 0.9977; cochineal, 0.9865; methyl red, 
0.9859; iodeosin, 0.9839. 

After a careful study of the results found in our practice we 
recommend the use of crystallized morphine as the standard 
for alkaloidal assay, as it can be readily obtained pure and of 
definite composition, and also because the same indicator can be 
used both for standardizing solutions and for the actual assay. 
Next to morphine we prefer succinic acid, as it is free from 
water of crystallization, dissolves readily in water, and is easily 
titrated. Potassium bitartrate is preferable to either sulphuric 
or hydrochloric acid, as it is always ready for use and is easily 
prepared in a state of purity. It is equally, if not more, accurate 
than the acids named. In any case, some definite standard 
should be stated and adhered to in all assays. 

When possible. the same indicator should be used throughout. 
If this cannot be done, then the same indicator used for stand- 
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ardizing the acid should be used for the alkaloidal assay to 
determine the excess of acid used. 

It has been stated that the use of aliquot parts in alkaloidal 
assay will give accurate results in the hands of experienced 
operators, but that the method will not give the same results 
as an entire assay in the hands of an inexperienced operator. 
The writer has never heard of an attempt to prove or disprove 
this statement, so he selected six of his students who had had 
only a short experience in alkaloidal assay and put the question 
to test. Scopola and cinchona were selected as representative 
drugs, and the students were instructed to make duplicate assays 
by both methods, as carefully as possible. The average of re- 
sults obtained by both methods, the use of aliquot parts and by 
percolation, gave figures closely approximating, there being’ a 
slightly higher figure obtained by the percolation method in most 
cases. It was noted that the average difference in the figures 
obtained by all the students was higher when percolation was 
used than when the method of aliquot parts was employed.

Despite the Growth in Membership, the Increasing Value of the Papers Read at Annual Meet- 
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ings and Its Flourishing Financial Status, the American Pharmaceutical Association 
Is Not in a Wholly Satisfactory Condition -A Suggested Improvement 
in the Conduct of Its Meetings Is Offered for Consideration

HE obscure editor of a small country newspaper became 

famous overnight by the question ‘“What’s the matter with 
Kansas?” and his answer to this question; not because it was 
brilliant, but because it contained such plain common sense that 
it set people to thinking and then to doing things. I cannot put 
myself in the class of this now famous editor, but, like him, | 
am an obscure observer of times and things and I would like 
to imitate his example by asking a question and giving an 
answer that will set others to thinking and doing something. 
Eight years ago I had the inspiration of an idea for the in- 
creased usefulness of the American Pharmaceutical Association ; 
it has proved one of the most useful of late years, thanks to the 
aid and encouragement of others, perhaps the idea | now have 
may also be an inspiration. 

At the meeting of the American Pharmaceutical Association 
in 1903 I read a paper proposing the formation of local 
branches, or sections, of the association in cities or districts in 
which there were enough members to form a respectable gath- 
ering, such local branches to meet monthly for the interchange 
of ideas, the reading of papers, etc. The reason given for this 
suggestion was that many members who take a sincere interest 
in the work of the association, but are prevented from attending 
its annual meetings because of lack of time or money, would 
gladly keep up the good work by attending monthly meetings of 
such local branches. I also thought that these frequent meet- 
ings would keep alive the interest in the association, which 
would no longer be merely an annual gathering of the lights of 
science to listen to recondite scientific papers in the morning 
and amuse themselves in the evening—proceedings to be fully 
reported in the pharmaceutical press. I believed that the pro- 
posed change would make the association a live, vital thing, 
something closer to the rank and file of pharmacy. 

Thanks to the interest taken by members in this plan and 
their good work it has worked out better than I expected; I am 
sorry that other duties and ill health have prevented me from 
taking a more active part in the actual work incidental to the 


forming of local branches and the details of their administra- 
tion. That this idea of mine has proved a success gives me 
courage to propose another suggestion for the betterment of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association. I am presenting it at 
this time so that it can be thoroughly considered before the 
next annual meeting, by which time the members will have 
definite opinions upon the matter and will be prepared to take 
the radical action I suggest. Modifications may be necessary, 
and possibly some other remedy would be better. One thing is 
plain, what is needed is change from the present way of doing 
things. 
. 


What Is the Matter with the A. Ph. A. ? 


In itself, nothing, What is the matter with the way it con- 
ducts its meetings? Lots of things. They are conducted ac- 
cording to a plan of procedure that was well enough when the 
meetings were attended by only a few enthusiasts and when lit- 
tle business was done and everybody had plenty of time to do 
it in. Now, when new sections have been added, when the 
membership is increased and when the procedure is such that 
no member attending an annual meeting can possibly take in 
all the sessions of sections, a change is needed. There is con- 
stant complaint that the meetings of sections overlap or occur 
at the same time, and that a member attending the meeting 
must choose which session he can attend, yet all the sessions are 
interesting and important. Why cannot they be so managed 
that all can be attended by a member at any annual meeting? 
And what of the absent members who are prevented from at- 
tendance by good reasons; what share have they in the meet- 
ings? None at all. No wonder the false impression still pre- 
vails that the American Pharmaceutical Association is a sort 
of mutual admiration society composed of college professors, 
dilettante druggists and laboratory scientists. There has been 
a growing complaint of this overlapping of section meetings, of 
time wasted, of discouragement of new members, who are de- 
nied the privilege of even a fair hearing for their contributions 
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to the work of the association. Nobody has time enough to do 
anything he wants to do, and therefore little of real interest is 
done. The manner of conducting the annual meetings of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association needs radical change. 


That’s What Is the Matter with the A. Ph. A. 


We need ‘a new way of doing business at annual meetings 
so that business may be conducted with promptness and ef- 
ficiency, so that members who have taken time and trouble to 
contribute papers on interesting and valuable topics may re- 
ceive recognition and the results of their work become of real 
value, sa that all the waste of time on dreary formalities may 
be obviated. How can this be done? I offer the following 
suggestions, hoping that they will be elaborated and improved 
by others who know better than I how to do so. 


Increase the Size of Committees 

First, that the size of the various standing committees be in- 
creased, so that, in addition to the chairman, there shall be a 
member from every state. At present, with all respect to the 
men who have occupied committee appointments, these com- 
mittees are a farce. Take the committee on scientific papers, 
which is responsible for the contributions to the scientific sec- 
tion, for instance. What are its duties and _ responsibilities? 
Practically its members are elected as a compliment to their work 
or standing. Only the chairman is supposed to do any actual 
work, and this is confined to sending out the usual request for 
contributions from members in the way of papers and presid- 
ing at the meetings of the section. Lately the committee, I be- 
lieve, attends to a few other duties, such as sending accepted 
papers to the proper authorities for printing, so that they will 
be ready for distribution at the annual meetings. Can any com- 
mittee so constituted do effective work? 

I propose that the standing committees, representing the sci- 
entific section, the section on commercial interests, the section 
on practical pharmacy, etc., be enlarged to include a member 
from each state in addition to the chairman, and that each mem- 
ber of these committees be given definite duties Each member of 
a committee should take care of pharmaceutical matters of in- 
terest in his state—that 1s, matters coming under the jurisdiction 
of his committee, and should render a report to the chairman 
in time for him to prepare his own report. Each committee 
member would be looked to as the representative of the asso- 
ciation in his state; to keep in touch with pharmaceutical mat- 
ters, legislation, the meetings of his state pharmaceutical asso- 
ciation, etc., and to report matters of interest there. The duties 
of editing and accepting contributions pertaining to the work of 
the section should also be distributed among the members of 
each committee, also the work of preparing the committee’s re- 
port, a subject that will be mentioned later. These changes 
would make the committees real, active, working bodies instead 
of complimentary adjuncts. 

Preliminary Reports Needed 

Second, that each committee of each section have printed the 
report of its chairman, the reports of sub or allied committees, 
all papers contributed during the year to the association on 
subjects coming under the jurisdiction of the secticn and any 
other matter of importance in pamphlet or ‘booklet form, and 
that copies of such be sent to all members at least one month 
before the time of annual meeting. This pamphlet need not 
be expensively printed; all that is necessary is that it should 
contain the material mentioned, so that members receiving it 
could have a month or so to read and digest reports and con- 
tributions and thus be prepared to discuss and act on them intel- 
ligently at the meeting. What member cannot recall the hurried 
reading of an important report or the reading by title of an 
interesting contribution to the science of pharmacy and has not 
regretted that he did not have the opportunity for better con 
sideration and discussion of the report or paper.. 

One of the chief causes for complaint at recent meetings has 
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been that there was so much to be done by each section that 
simultaneous meetings of sections had to be held to complete the 
business of the meeting. This is unnecessary. Most of the 
work of the sections consists in reading reports and papers. If 
these were printed before the meeting and the full programme 
of work for the section laid before them in advance all the time 
now devoted to reading papers and reports in full could be given 
to their discussion. If, for instance, the papers in the scientific 
section were printed and sent to members a month or so before 
the meeting each member would come prepared to discuss the 
particular paper in which he was most interested. If any paper 
was of such importance as to arouse general interest it could 
be called up and read for discussion, with the advantage that 
members would know what they were talking about when dis- 
cussing it, from careful consideration of the subject, and not 
be compelled to form snap judgment from hearing it read once. 
Another valuable feature of this plan is that it would give every 
member full opportunity for the presentation of his contribu- 
tions in such a way that he would be encouraged to continue as. 
a contributor to the work of the association. Many members. 
submit papers that have cost them considerable self sacrifice in 
time and labor to prepare, but unless they are present at the 
meeting they do not know how their work is received nor what 
is its fate. Men need encouragement to do their best work, 
and the best way to encourage a man to contribute to an asso- 
ciation such as the American Pharmaceutical Association is to 
show him that his work is appreciated enough to be printed 
and sent to fellow members. But that phase of the matter is 
not so important; the main thing is tc have the real work of 
the association done during the year, not at the annual meet- 
ings. Don’t wait until the association convenes to condense a 
year’s work into a few hours of 2 few days. Have as much 
of the work as possible done before the meeting. Merely con- 
sider it at the meeting, decide on it, and finish up the year’s 
work then and there. As it is now, the meetings of the asso- 
ciation are only preliminary to reports of the work of the vear, 
whereas they should be conclusive. And how much time would 
be saved and how much better work could be done if members 
were prepared ahead of time for the work of the meeting. Not 
only would members attending be better able to discuss reports, 
papers, ete., but members unable to attend would be enabled to 
contribute to the meeting—in fact, it is hard to estimate the pos- 
sible value of this suggestion. 


The Results 


What would be the result of the adoption of these sugges- 
tions? At the annual meetings of the association each mem- 
ber would come well informed and prepared to pass intelligent 
judgment upon matters, to submit criticisms or comments based 
on mature consideration and not on hasty thought. The vari- 
ous sections would meet in consecutive order and transact their 
business in a businesslike manner, avoiding waste of time and 
devoting their energies to the things of most importance. New 
members would be encouraged to contribute their work and sub- 
init papers through the committees, because they would see 
actual evidence of consideration. There would be no waste of 
time listening to the reading of dreary reports nor to long pages 
of dull matter, for every member would have a copy of the 
committee’s report containing everything; all he would be called 
upon to do would be to criticise, commend, amend and suggest. 
The meetings of the sections could then be given up to dis- 
cussions of contributions, time would be afforded for inter- 
change of ideas and views, and the sessions could be made of 
interest and value instead of patience trying ordeals. There is 
too much time wasted at our meetings; there is too much to be 
done to afford waste of time; therefore, don’t waste it. 

I want to add in closing this article that its criticisms are 
absolutely impersonal. I know well enough that more unselfish 
work has been done by A. Ph. A. committees than they are given 
credit for. Itis not the members; it is the system which is at fault

Fluorescein as a Test for Death 

Many cases of catalepsy closely simulate death and in case 
of asphyxiation it is always of advantage to determine if life 
still lingers in an apparently dead person. Many tests have 
been proposed, but each has its weak points. M. Icard (Annal. 
de Pharm., June, 1911) now proposes the use of fluorescein by 
hypodermic injection and supports his claim by extended tests. 
Tf a small quantity of fluorescein is injected under the skin of 
a living animal it is carried rapidly to all parts of the body, 
producing characteristic effects. The skin becomes tinted yellow 
and the eyes are given an intense greenish coloration, resembling 
an emerald in hue, which cannot be mistaken for other condi- 
tions. The quantity of fluorescein to be used should be 0.01 
Gm. for each kilogramme of body weight, this being used in 
strong aqueous solution and injected into a part of the body 
where normal absorption will be most rapid. In al] cases of 
apparent death studied by the author subjects capable of restora- 
tion to life showed marked symptoms of fluorescein absorption 
within two hours from the time of its injection. Cataleptic sub- 
jects respond less rapidly to the test than do those whose ap- 
parent death is due to asphyxiation,

VERY American is heir to a 

Citizenship is that inheritance. Its value cannot be over- 
stated. The ambition to be a good citizen is a great ambition, 
and the most mediocre may attain to it. Righteousness is the 
basis of a good life, of good citizenship, 

I have recently read a life of Captain John Smith, who was 
saved by the Indian Princess Pocahontas. ’Twas Smith, you 
know, who saved the young colony of Virginia. His biographer 
says of him: “He was great in his heroic mind and his deeds in 
arms, but still greater in the nobleness of his character. For a 
man’s greatness lies not in wealth or station, as the vulgar be- 
lieve, nor yet in his intellectual capacity, which is often asso- 
ciated with the meanest moral character, the most abject ser- 
vility to those in high places and arrogance to the poor and 
lowly; but a man’s true greatness lies in the consciousness of 
an upright purpose in life, founded on a just estimate of him- 
self and everything else, on frequent examination, and a steady 
obedience to the rule which he knows to be right, without trou- 
bling himself, as Marcus Aurelius says he should not, about what 
others may think or say, or whether they do or do not do that 
which he thinks and says and does.’’ Such is true independence. 
No foolishness in that, but manhood pure and simple. Captain 
John Smith was a good citizen. He gave of his talents and 
time that a state might be built. 

All remember the picture of the great preacher in Oliver 
Goldsmith’s Deserted Village: 


most valuable inheritance. 


A man he was to all the country dear, 

And passing rich with forty pounds a year, 

At church with meek and unaffected grace, 

His looks adorned the venerable place; 

Truth from his lips prevailed with double sway, 

And fools who came to scoff, remained to pray. 
The service past, around the pious man, 

With steady zeal, each honest rustic ran; 

E’en children followed with endearing wile, 

And pluck’d his gown, to share the good man’s smile 
His ready smile, a parent’s warmth expressed, 

Their welfare pleas’d him and their cares distressed; 
To them his heart, his love, his griefs were given, 
Sut all his serious thoughts had rest in heaven. 

He was, indeed, a great preacher. He was also a great and 
good citizen, yet his income was only $200 a year. This amount 
at this day, would be about $400. Income has nothing to do 
with high and good citizenship. 

The Lord announced that the cities of the plain were to be 
destroyed with brimstone and fire on account of their awful 
wickedness. “And Abraham drew near and said: Wilt thou 
also destroy the righteous with the wicked? Peradventure 
there be fifty righteous within the city, wilt thou also destroy 
and not spare the place for the fifty righteous that are therein? 
And the Lord said, if I find in Sodom fifty righteous within the 
city, then will I spare all the place for their sakes.” You re- 


member the fifty was reduced to forty-five, then to forty, then 


to thirty, then to twenty and at last to ten. “And he said, I 
will not destroy it for ten’s sake.” Please let me repeat with 
emphasis, ten righteous men would have saved a great city. 
Righteous men were required, not lawyers, preachers, merchants, 
doctors, capitalists, nor pharmacists, simply righteous men. 
Righteousness is within every one’s reach. Good citizenship has 
righteousness for its foundation. The rich men, those pos- 
sessed of great business ability, those who could build blocks 
and conduct great enterprises, could not save Sodom, except 
through righteousness. Any person may be one of ten men to 
save a City. 

Opportunity, you say, is necessary if you would develop the 
latent genius which might be within one. And you argue, 
Had Grant been born in the fifties he would have been toc 
young to’embrace the opportunity which made him great. 
Forces which had been active for many years brought on the 
war. Grant had nothing to do with its making. Fortunately 
for his fame, he was in the heyday of life when the oppor- 
tunity came and his military genius had a chance to shine forth. 
Grant did not seem to have business ability, This was demon- 
strated before and after his great work for the nation. He 
could not, therefore, have scized business opportunities. | Suc- 
cess requires opportunities, say you. The forces, however, 
which beset Sodom, which I take to be sin, could never have 
been cured by all the military power and genius which the world 
has known; but they could have been prevented. The oppor- 
tunity for the exercise of good citizenship is always before us. 
We are not born out of time for its development. A British 
officer became offended at General Ethan Allen and challenged 
him to fight a duel. Allen unhesitatingly accepted. Appoint 
time, place and weapons, cried the challenger. Very well, re- 
plied the revolutionary hero; the time is now, the place ts here, 
the weapons—my hands—God Almighty has given me. And 
he forthwith pitched the man out the door and down stairs. 
For good citizenship the time is now, the place wherever you 
are, and the ability God Almighty has given to every sane per- 
Says Dr. Crane: “We make much of, we wellnigh wor- 
ship, advantages and equipment. We speak glowingly of our 
opportunities, our educations, our trainings. These are all tools. 
But a man is greater than his tools.” How insignificant are the 
“things” of literature, compared with the users; Shakespeare 
had no typewriter. Chaucer had no grammar (unless a Latin 
grammar). Job had no stenographer. Dante had no patent 
letter file. Pepys had no access to a clipping bureau. Homer, 
doubtless, had not so much as a pen. Yet these are the kings 
of letters, crowned by the common consent of mankind. It 
makes little difference what you have with which to do a great

son. 


work, if it is in you to do it. 
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strongest battalions. Opportunity does not make the man. No 
ciaim of lack of opportunity will excuse you for not being a 
good citizen. You can be generous with a mite as well as with 
millions. Even though you are endowed with military genius, 
and no war appears during your lifetime, still the victories of 
peace, which are no less renowned than those of war, are be- 
fore you. Luck, some say, enters deeply into life. I heard a 
man remark the other day that Captain Dreyfus desired to be a 
good citizen and was a good citizen until bad luck overtook 
him, and then he became a miserable prisoner in a cage on a 
desolate island; all through no fault of his own. It was not 
saia, however, that Captain Dreyfus was even now not a good 
citizen. He certainly met with overwhelming misfortune. He 
was unjustly degraded and disgraced in military form, and this 
is called bad luck; but, mind you, his excellence as a man, as a 
citizen, is believed in by those whose good opinion he would die 
to gain. When his sentence was pronounced he cried out: 
“Long live France,” and in other ways showed that he pos- 
sessed a strong, lofty character. He was a soldier and offered 
his life to his country. Would it have been bad luck had he 
given up his offering on the battlefield? It may be that his 
suffering in rank injustice will be of greater service to his coun- 
try than a soldier’s death. Luck, in my opinion, is a word that 
young men should be afraid of. It may be: “There is a divinity 
that shapes our ends, rough-hew them how we will’; still the 
luck idea is a good one to put out of sight. We rush to it too 
willingly to excuse our real or imaginary failures or mistakes. 
Bad luck, I am certain, will never prevent one from being a 
good citizen. A humorous view by Josh Billings will be profita- 
ble. He made many good New Year resolutions; among them 
he announced he would try to be honest, but he added, “it will 
be just my durned luck to miss it.” 

True citizenship does not depend upon advantages. In this, 
it is like true culture. The opportunity to attend college is 
not necessary for the attainment of culture. A clodhopper may 
have culture for a happy possession without ever seeing a col- 
lege, for this precious essence is distilled from sincerity, kindli- 
ness, good taste, patience, charity, godliness: The good citizen 
is not noisy, neither is culture. They both make themselves 
known so quietly, so softly, so unobtrusively, that we hardly 
can tell when we become aware of their presence. 

The story of the Swedish apothecary, Carl Wilhelm Scheele, 
will make plain to us that we all may become good citizens. His 
parents were poor, his advantages were few, his health was mis- 
erable, his inherited station in life was lowly, “luck” being 
against him in all these respects. He became an apprentice to 
an apothecary. For years he did menial work without a grum- 
ble; never became impatient. He kept his mind open to that 
which was good. He did not become impatient with his sur- 
roundings, but toiled on, all the time striving to know and to 
understand. His pay was small, barely sufficient to support 
him. Yet he achieved great things. He loved truth, and, as 
just said, desired to know and understand, and so he found 
time from his very full hours of labor to develop his talents. 
No matter that his talents were great, and ours stnall, neither 
he nor we can do more than develop what we have, and there 
the duty lies. 

tie accomplished great things by persistently pursuing little 
things. Independently of Priestley he discovered oxygen. He 
discovered glycerin, tartaric acid, benzoic acid, the pigment with 
which we paint our window shutters, Scheele’s green. He per- 
tormed the first synthesis when he made oxalic acid from nitric 
acid and sugar. He was the first to prove the presence of phos- 
phoric acid in bones. The fundamental experiment which called 
photo-chemistry into life was made by Scheele. He studied the 
action of the solar spectrum upon paper covered with silver 
chloride and established the point that the effect begins first and 
is strongest in the violet portion. He did all this, and the half 
is not told, while he was still a clerk in a drug store; while 
he was in bad health and without money. Was he useful? 
Was he a good citizen? Most certainly, you say, but you add, 





not one in a century may hope to attain to his excellence, True, 
but every one may attain to the excellence his talents make pos- 
sible. This was all Scheele did. Scheele set us a fine exam- 
ple in contentment. Not of the oyster or clam kind, but the 
kind which becomes a being with a soul. He was content to 
do his work well day by day, never hungering for 

Riches, as if these, could give the spirit ease. 

Neither did he hunger for power or fame. He did, however, 
hunger for righteousness and truth. The possession of these, 
to the extent of his talents, he secured. We all may do the 
same. In doing this we will become good citizens. 

The life of Job is a great example. When misfortune over- . 
takes us or we are inclined to think we have not our deserts, 
when sick of heart, discouraged and cast down, guidance and 
true philosophy may be gained from the life of Job. Job had 
all kinds of experiences; but from fortune and misfortune, from 
success and failure, from pleasure and agony, he always ex- 
tracted true doctrine. He never became absolutely pessimistic. 

The woes of Job are dreadful to contemplate. It is life and 
death, up and down, rays and gloom, then total darkness. He 
struggies hard, loses heart, struggles again. God did not 
abandon Job; he only permitted him to be sorely tried. Tried 
to the utmost limit of his endurance. A battle with all its hor- 
rors is necessary in order to gain a victory. What goes up 
must come down. Of the two, the going up is the more dan- 
gerous, unless one remembers he is to come down again. Then 
ne goes up to his fullest development and success, in righteous- 
ness. As a result the descent to the grave is as beautiful and 
gentle as the fall of the snowflake. A cynical wit has said: “If 
God will take care of my friends I will attend to my enemies.” 

Overzealous good men did for Job what Satan had not done 
without them; they augmented his affliction and his despair, and 
with good intentions turned the scale. Job’s struggle was up- 
ward, He was once a leper and twice rich, great and powerful. 
At all times he was all right. He was always a good citizen. 
No ull luck, no occupation, no position in life can prevent us 
from being honest. 

There is another important fact which will help us to attain 
to good citizenship. The founder of Christianity never once 
spoke of our rights. His theme was duty. Franklin said: “Take 
care of the pennies and the dollars will take care of themselves.” 
Do your duty, and if you see it aright, your rights will certain- 
ly be accorded to you.

Enough, at present, of philosophizing. Let us consider what 
is usually termed the practical side. You do not forget that the 
truth is always practical. 

How often we hear the complaint that the apothecary is no 
more. Pharmacist is now only a name, the croaker says, for 
he simpiy counts out pills that other men have made, and cuts 
off plasters bought from the plaster works. Why, in the good 
old days, we made everything, We learned to gather, sort, cure, 
grind, powder, press, macerate, tincture and extract drugs. We 
were true apothecaries. We knew our business; we had social 
and scientific standing, and were well paid for our wares and 
services. The good old days—the good old days; they are gone 
—they are gone. This refrain you have all heard, and I am 
sure you are all tired of it. Now, instead of spending days 
pounding over a mortar and sifting by hand we have invented 
mills and harnessed steam to them. We no longer, ourselves, 
dig roots and gather herbs and cure them, but employ less 
skilled labor to do it. Instead of assuring ourselves of purity 
and excellence by preparing from the ground up, only a frac- 
tioa of as much time is now spent in examining by microscope, 
assaying and otherwise testing. As for pills and plasters we 
know how they are made, but here again a step higher has been 
taken. Steam and machinery have been utilized. Manual labor 
has been superseded and more time gained for development of 
mind and soul. 

The advent of the manufacturing pharmacist is not to be de- 
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plored. We need have no regrets that he has dismantled our 
great iron mortar with its heavy pestle and banished our ugly 
and nasty licorice coated pills. Pharmacy has not gone back- 
ward, The present conditions are far better than the old ones. 
We have not all we desire, not perhaps all we deserve, which 
simply means we may yet progress; there is still room for ad- 
vancement. 

Pharmaceutic art has advanced marvelously under the skill, 
energy and intelligence of the manufacturer. In ten years, un- 
der the new order, it has advanced higher than it could have 
done in 100 years under the old order. We are now better off 
than ever before. We know as much as the old apothecary 
knew and more besides. So much time is not now given to 
work which steel and steam can do. If you are really so- 
licitous to have pharmacy progress, to be respectable and profit- 
able in all ways, keep good honest articles. If you have a soda 
fountain, use true fruit syrups and draw the soda cold and 
clean. Have no flies upon it. Sell full strength lime water and 
paregoric; keep the frost off of the windows in winter and cob- 
webs from the corners at all times. 

Proprietary medicines, it is said, are the bane of latter day 
pharmacy. Epsom & Co. appear to the doctors with a new 
preparation. “See,” says the agent, “the formula is upon the 
bottle; it is not a secret or patent medicine. It has a pleasant 
taste, too, and your patients, doctor, will not kick on that score.” 
The doctor decides to prescribe it. The preparation reaches vou 
and you must buy a twelve ounce bottle of the truck to fill a 
two ounce order. The doctor forgets all about it and fails to 
prescribe it again, and you have the other ten ounces on your 
shelf to stare you like a ghost in the face every time you pass 
it. This is simply one of the burdens you must carry. Friction 
must exist. We walk by friction, the locomotive pulls the train 
through friction. What wonder then that it may pull backward 
as well as forward? It is good for the spirit, if not for the 
body, to have a boil occasionally. It brings you to earth, re- 
minds you of your helplessness in some things. 


A Slavé’s Life 


It is a sentiment of common utterance that the druggist’s 
life is a slave’s life. “His hours are all night, or at least late 
into the night, and all day. Even the seventh day is denied 
him, and as for holidays they are not in his calendar.” The 
grumbler continues, and declares that our unceasing toil, our 
great responsibility, which is so faithfully and accurately dis- 
charged, gives to even the very best only a scanty living, There 
is no exception, he says; no retail druggist can be found who 
has acquired a competency in his business. The public consid- 
ers the business with its semi-professional features as far from 
being high in the scale of life’s occupations. The newspaper 
funny man talks of the enormous profits of the druggist, and 
while he notes his persistence fails to discover that he invaria- 
bly reaches old age without pecuniary accumulations. 

Oh, what a thankless, miserable life it is! All Sisyphean toil, 
no fresh air, no thanks, no holidays, no social position, no com- 
petency for old age Is it all false, then, that every person may 
be a good citizen? Does a druggist’s occupation deny this boon 
also? I think not. And I am further certain that the woes 
and sorrows just catalogued are largely imaginative. Let us 
take a look together into a drug store. It is on a corner, has 
plate glass windows, carved cherry, mahogany or quartered oak 
furniture. An onyx or marble fountain, silver trimmed, with 
mirrors, and crystal glasses with silver holders stand forth in- 
vitingly. Beautiful glass cases, filled with fine articles for the 
toilet and with appliances for the comfort of the sick, are on 
all sides. The store is clean, light, airy and beautiful. The 
owner and assistants are neatly dressed. They are polite, and 
welcome us in tones which indicate gentility and a fair amount 
of hopefulness and contentment. Is not this a true picture? It 
undoubtedly is. The medal, then, has two sides. One side is 
rough; there is no denying that, but the other has its attractions. 
Not the least of the attractions of a druggist’s life is the oppor- 
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tunity to minister to the comfort and health of his fellows. 
Why is not this enough? We have the highest authority for 
saying it is enough. Those who have given up self for the 


benefit of their fellows are the only truly successful. rheir 
youth is not a blunder, nor is their old age a regret. You 


must, however, look to the getting of money. The landlord 
must and should have his rent. ‘Taxes must and should be paid. 
Your part of the general burden of human‘ benevolence and 
charity is to be borne. Well, get money; but be careful how 
you get it. Do not listen to Polonius, who said: “Put money 
in thy purse, honestly if you can; but put money in thy purse.” 
Let the money compensation be always before you in your en- 
deavors, but make it secondary, The primary force of action 
should be the desire to render good and honest service. Cardinal 
Wolsey tried all the popular ways to success The primary 
force which moved him, great mind that he was, was a desire 
for riches and glory. His rise was magnificent, his fall awful. 
He would not have fallen had his primary motives of action 
been right. Be sure, then, in your humble calling of pharma- 
cist to be moved by the homely desire to do good work, to fur: 
nish in its perfection exactly what is called for, not varying 
one jot or tittle from honesty and truth. This alone will bring 
you success. Proper pecuniary success and also that higher and 
nobler success which alone brings true contentment. 

While engaged in your work never cease trying to do bet- 
ter. Look first within your store for better things, and when 
all duties therein are well performed look beyond your plate 
glass windows for more worlds to conquer. I do not mean by 
this to engage in other business enterprises for the purpose of 
gain, nor to enter politics, nor to open another drug store, six 
or ten squares away, which would be all very well, but rather 
to seek to extend your usefulness to society by doing some good 
work which is akin to your calling, and for which the public 
would gladly pay. Nothing offers in this line which is more 
appropriate for the pharmacist than sanitary science. This sci- 
ence, you'know, teaches how to obtain the conditions which 
hygiene says we must have in order to preserve our health. 
Sanitation is closely connected with pharmacy. You are ex- 
pected to furnish articles of cure in their highest purity and ex- 
cellence, and it is the theory that you do not prescribe. Why 
not, however, not only furnish articles of sanitation, but also 
practice sanitary science, which, as just said, points the way of 
securing hygienic requirements. Assiduously pursue the sub- 
ject until mastered; then quietly it be 
known that you not only have numerous articles of hygiene for 
sale, but that you are preparéd to give advice and do work in 
the same line. Instead of so prominently projecting cigars, con- 
fectionery and certain sundries which are now so largely han- 
dled by department stores, push to the front those articles which 
require a special knowledge to intelligently handle. In this list 
you may include water filters, domestic water stills. sterilizing 
apparatus, fumigating appliances, disinfectants, pocket and paper 
cuspidors for consumptives; in a word, all the sanitary articles 
you can find on the market, also sickroom and nursery appli- 
ances. All the time make clear to physicians and the people 
that in your little laboratory you can skillfully make sanitary 
water analyses. That you can analyze and test milk and all arti- 
cles of food; and, further, that you are informed in the latest 
and most approved method of purifying water for public sup- 
plies and know about modern methods of sewage removal and 
disposal. Your little laboratory (1 say little in order to bring 
out plainly the fact that something elaborate is not required) 
will enable you to make possible many general and special phar- 
maceuticals and to apply pharmaceutical tests to the chemicals 
and officinal articles you are compelled to buy. All this ‘will 
show you are progressive and constructive, and it will not re- 
quire a very long time for the people to appreciate your efforts. 
Your customers will soon be saying to their acquaintances, “My

He gives close attention to his medicines, and I 
saw in his store the other day an interesting article for sick- 
room use, which I shall buy, if it ever becomes necessary to me. 
He told me, too, some facts concerning disease prevention, 
which were new to me, and which surely are very valuable.” 
You keep on then, day by day, improving yourself. You look 
upward; you seek opportunities to be useful; you therefore 
grow and improve, and people respect you. They seek your 
services and prefer your wares, for confidence is begotten. Sup- 
pose you do not meet with the fullest appreciation and pecu- 
niary reward, either on account of your dullness of the com- 
munity or because of some unattractive personal quality; still 
remember it is your own conscientious approval of yourself for 
which you labor, and this you cannot fail to gain when rightly 
striven for. Good citizenship consists in being true to one’s 
This also makes it impossible for old age to be a re- 
gret. In all your ups and all your downs forget not your duty, 
according to your strength, to do good to others, outside of and 
exclusive of your daily pharmaceutical labors. For your own 
sake, do every day some act of charity and love.

_Menthenon is a preparation derived from oil of pepper- 
mint, said to possess marked antiseptic properties. It is a 
liquid with bitter disagreeable taste, and differs from the 
usual peppermint preparations in not giving the “cooling” 
effect produced by menthol. Marketed by Schimmel & Co. 

_ Mercurial antiseptic.—A new salt of mercury, sodium dia- 

minodiphenyl mercuridicarbonate. An organic. mercury com- 
pound said to be less toxic than others recently introduced 
but possessing marked action as a spirillocide. Used hypo- 
dermically for radical treatment of syphilis. 
_ Meriodin is mercury diiodo-para-phenylsulphonate, a sim- 
ilar compound to sozoiodol mercury. | Recommended for 
internal treatment of syphilis, and is said not to cause saliva- 
tion. Marketed in tablets containing .0083 Gm. of this salt, 
equivalent to .00o25 Gm. mercury. 

Metaferrin and Metaferrose preparations are iron-albumin 
compounds, The basic ingredient, metaferrin, an albuminoid 
form of iron, is combined with arsenic, iodine, etc., in ap- 
propriately named preparations. Marketed by Doctor W. 
Wolff & Co., Elberfeld, Germany. 

Milchlin is a product of condensed skim-milk, said to 
contain the proteids of milk free from the normal fats. 

Monal-sulfuryl, a preparation said to contain the “funda- 
mental element of the active constituent of natural sulphur 
waters, synthetically prepared.” Marketed as tablets, each 
containing 0.35 Gm. of this substance. 

Morphosan, morphine bromomethylate, a new morphine 
derivative recommended especially for the treatment of mor- 
phinism and infantile epilepsy. It is said to possess marked 
hypnotic and analgesic properties and to be specially suit- 
able for administration to infants. 

Myrtyle is the trade name given to a preparation said 
to represent the active principles of whortleberries in a con- 
centrated form. Marketed both as a concentrated juice and 
in tablet form. 

Neoborat is the trade name given to sodium perborate. 

Neralteine is a sodium salt of paraethoxyphenylamine- 
methylsulphonic acid. According to the German patent it 
is made by treating paraphenetidin in alcohol solution first 
with formaldehyde and the resulting product with sodium 
bisulphite. It occurs as white needlelike crystals, soluble 
in ten parts of water. It is recommended as an antipyretic 
and analgesic. 

Neura-Lecithin, a preparation said to contain 70 percent. 
of pure lecithin. Marketed in form of pills, tablets and 
powder. 

Nilotan, introduced as a dressing for wounds, etc., is said 
to consist of a mixture of balsams, resins, vegetable and 
mineral oils and tincture of iodine. 
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Noton are tablets said to contain sodium amidophenylar- 
senate. : 

Novoconephrin is said to be a mixture of novocain and 
paranephrin. 

Novo-Dentaesthine is a solution containing betaeucaine, 
novocaine and synthetic suprarenin in physiological salt so- 
lution, prepared for use in dental practice. ; 

Novotussin is the name given to a saccharated extract of 
sage, salvia officinalis. 

Nucleatol-Robin is sodium nucleophosphate. 

Nucleoarsitol-Robin is a compound of calcium or sodium 
nucleophosphate with methyl arsenate. 

Nucleogen is a compound of nucleic acid with iron, phos- 
phorus and arsenic. Marketed in tablet form, also in solu- 
tion (ampules) for hypodermic administration. Used in 
anemia, chlorosis, etc. 

Olintal is a liquid soap said to contain myrrh, camphor 
and menthol. Recommended for gargle, nasal douche, etc. 

Omnopton, the English name for pantopon, a refined 
preparation of the alkaloids of opium. See pantopon. Mar- 
keted by the Hoffman-la-Roche Chemical Works. 

Orthonal, the name given to a preparation introduced as 
a local anesthetic in dental practice. It is said to contain 
adrenalin, alypin and cocaine. Marketed as a serum in am- 
pules, used in doses of 1 Cc. by hypodermic injection. 

Pacrocreolin, a disinfectant marketed by the makers of 
creolin to supply the demand for an efficient disinfectant at 
a low price for use on a large scale. It is said to be similar 
to creolin. 

Parfuseptol is a new disinfectant, said to be a compound 
of phenol and a napthalin salt. ; 

Patentex, exploited for treatment of leucorrhcea, etc., is 
described as a fat-free ointment containing alsol, quinisol 
and boric acid. 

Permidan is the 
pyrazolon. ; ; 

Peroxydase is a ferment-preparation said to be combined 
with tuberculin and cresol. 

Phagotaxin is described as being a saturated aqueous so- 
lution of oxygen, which is readily transformed into ozone 
by the action of the ultraviolet rays of light. It is used for 
treatment of burns, boils, etc. The description reads like 
that of other “wonderful” discoveries. 

Phenolsulphone-naphthalein is a new _phenolphthalein 
compound, the sodium salt of which is soluble in water. It 
is recommended for diagnostic tests of the kidneys. In- 
jected hypodermically, it is eliminated in 10 to 15 minutes 
by the urine if the kidneys are normal, coloring the urine 
red. In diseased condition of the kidneys elimination is slow 
or does not occur at all. Manufactured by Hynson, West- 
cott and Company, Baltimore, Md 

Phorxal, a chocolate colored, odorless powder, said to be 
derived from animal blood and to contain iron and phos- 
phorus in a natural organic combination. 

Phosphovanidol is described as a combination of vanidol 
(vanadium hypochlorite) and organic phosphorus, Vanadium 
salts are new introductions as therapeutic agents; vanadium 
itself possesses action similar to that of mercury. 

Pinoxic js said to be an aqueous extract of pine needles 
containing 3 to 4 percent. of volatile oils obtained by dis- 
tillation. 

Plantaginol, a remedy recommended for treatment of 
whooping cough, is said to contain bromides, phosphates, sul- 
phognaicolates and ipecac, combined with “plantain honey.” 

Pnigodin.—Another remedy for whooping cough. Said 
to contain “pnigodin,” a glucoside, whose origin is not stated. 

Primal is a new hair dye, said to be a solution of para- 
tolnylene-diamine, combined with a sulphite. It is claimed 
that the addition of sulphites to solutions of paraphenyldia- 
mine compounds corrects the irritating properties of these 
salts without affecting their ability to form insoluble dyes 
when treated with hydrogen peroxide or other oxidizing 
agents. Introduced from England. 

Propaesin is the trade name given to para-amidobenzoic 
acid-propyl ester. Marketed by Parmele Pharmacal Com- 
pany, New York. 

Propaesin Colloid is 2 preparation of propaesin contain- 
ing 20 percent of propaesin, 72.5 percent of glycerin, 2.5 per- 
cent of starch and 5 percent. of alcohol. It forms a milky 
mixture with water and is used both internally and externally. 
Stimulant and expectorant. 

Pyonin is said to be an ointment containing a water-sol- 
uble modification of sulphur. It is prepared by heating a 
mixture of sulphur and sugar, extracting the mass with 
water and boiling the solution with an alkali, Used for skin 
affections. Marketed by Goedecke & Co., Leipsic.

We then set to work to get 
ready, in odd moments, a set of addressed envelopes from the 
new and correct mailing list obtained from our customers on 
the opening night, and ever after we kept on hand at least one 
set of addressed envelopes ready for mailing at short notice, 
In the store a few new signs were displayed, one of which 
I believe helped us more in building up our business than all 
others put together, though I believe each sign helped some.

Cer- 
tainly not. Hence for your own protection we must refuse to 
permit the return of such goods. Everything else bought here 
is returnable and the money will be cheerfully refunded. Cor- 
dially yours, James Symington, Ph.G. Up-to-the-minute Phar- 
macy.” 


We also began an active educational campaign with our win- 
dow displays. One week we displayed a few (empty) cans of 
castor oil, a plate of castor oil beans and a number of bottles 


it is sterilized in our new 
model Autoclave, filled into 
sterile bottles under proper aseptic precautions, and stored at a 
temperature of 40 degrees Fahrenheit. We never make up more 
than a twenty-four hours’ supply to insure the freshness of the 
article, and anything left over is destroyed.” 

A can (empty) of oil of lemon was displayed with this sign: 

“Oil of lemon, cne of the ingredients of citrate of magnesia 
solution, is expressed from fresh lemon peel. The best quality, 
like the oil contained in this can, comes from Sicily. 

“Carbonate of magnesia (a few pounds of English carbonate 
of magnesia in quarter pound blocks displayed) is obtained from 
the ‘mother liquors’ or ‘bitterns’ of salt works, or from ‘Do- 
lomite.’ The best quality comes from England. Notice the 
label on ours. 

“Citric acid (display a jar filled with nice large crystals) is 
obtained by evaporation and crystallization of the juice from 
lemons and limes. 

“Bicarbonate of potash (another jar with nice, clear crystals) 
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is obtained by the chemical interaction between carbonate of 
potash and carbonic acid gas in the presence of water, as the 
following formula shows: K,CO,+CO,+-H,O=2KHCO,. 

Displays like these, taking, so to speak, the public into our 
laboratory, had a wonderfully stimulating effect on the sale of 
a line of goods which the average druggist leaves to their own 
fate and the more or less steady demand, and which give him 
more real profit than anything else which he sells in his store, 
not excluding prescriptions. 

In the meantime we did not by any means neglect either the 
commercial possibilities of the “bargain sale” so dear to 
women’s hearts, or the financial reward to be obtained from a 
flourishing prescription business. Treating every salesman who 
came into the store as a human being who had a perfect right 
to endeavor to make an honest living, we soon found out that 
the friendship of the salesman is no less valuable than the 
patronage of the customer. Many a friendly tip did we get 
from the knights of the grip, and many a “bargain sale” was 
made possible and profitable through their aid. Odds and ends 
inthe brush or toilet goods line, some timely knick-knacks, broken 
lots and sample sets at reduced prices, found their way to the 
store, and a proper display and well worded announcement soon 
disposed of these goods with satisfaction to our customer and 
profit to ourselves.

These sales not only 
helped us to dispose of the “bargain goods,” but invariably led 
to increased receipts in other departments, and got more and 
more people into the habit of coming into our store. 


If there was any one thing on which we laid more stress than 
anything else it was courtesy. Of course prompt attention to 
the customers and rapid delivery of orders, especially of 
prescriptions, was never neglected, but the keynote of the store 
was courtesy. This was a point on which we laid very great 
stress with our assistants as well as with ourselves, and our 
employees knew that we would forgive them almost anything 
else, but that we would never condone discourtesy to a customer, 
and especially discourtesy to children. An argument with a 
customer spelled immediate dismissal, and so well did we incul- 
cate this into the minds of our assistants that we soon had the 
satisfaction of being told by our customers that they liked to 
come into our store “because everybody was so courteous.” 
Another point on which we insisted most emphatically was truth 
in dealing with our customers. If we did not have an article 
on hand which was called for we told the patron so and volun- 
teered to get it at once, and if given an opportunity we never 
disappointed the customer by failing to do so. If a prescription 
called for something not in stock and perhaps not obtainable at 
short notice, we explained it truthfully to the customer, offered 
to send downtown for it, and if the customer refused to wait we 
returned the prescription with a smile and an apology rather 
than mislead him or, worse, substitute. And, again, we earned 
the reward of straight dealing by acquiring the reputation: “If 
they have not got it at Symington’s, they will get it for you, but 
they never substitute.” The same reputation was soon acquired 
among the medical men of our vicinity. In addition to this we 
made a rule to acknowledge each night all the prescriptions re- 
ceived each day from each physician, using a neat typewritten 
facsimile letter and enclosing typewritten copies of his prescrip- 
tions filled. The letter read as follows:

Dear Doctor:—It gives us great pleasure to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of the prescriptions written by you, copies of which please 
find enclosed. 

We beg to assure you that in compounding these prescriptions 
we have conscientionsly used the ingredi:nts specified by you and 
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have combined them lege artis to the best of our ability, using the 
double check system to insure against errors, ‘ 
Any suggestions which you may make will be gratefully received 
and promptly acted upon by us. We appreciate your courtesy and 
will ever endeavor to retain your confidence. 
Professionally yours, 
Jas. SymincToN, Ph.G. 


Five copies enclosed. 
Whenever a physican was addicted to the extensive prescribing 
of proprietary remedies we sent him a sample of U. S. P. or 
N. F. preparation which would correspond in action to the pro- 
prietary used, and in an appropriate manner called his attention 
to this preparation, never suggesting it as a substitute for the 
article used. In this manner we had the satisfaction of building 
up a most profitable prescription business in which proprietary 
remedies figured but to a small extent. In this connection I 
cannot help relating how I won a dinner from the late Professor 
Hallberg. Being on a visit to this city (I think he was on his 
way from the A. Ph. A. or N. A. R. D. meeting at Richmond, 
which I had missed) he called at the store, as was his wont 
when in this city, for a friendly chat and a glass of diastase. 
The matter of proprietary remedies, ever near to this good 
fighter’s heart, came up for discussion, and when I quietly re- 
marked that I would give him the best dinner in New York if 
he would find more than five per cent. of prescriptions calling 
for proprietary remedies on my file of the past two years, he 
promptly took me up and bet a dinner against me. We spent 
over three hours going over the files, and he bought the dinner. 
We had averaged less than three per cent. 

Anather way of keeping our store before the medical pro- 
fession was by means of our analytical and pathological depart- 
ment. We made examinations of urine, sputum, feces, stomach 
contents, milk and blood, charged a good fee for this work, and 
kept on reminding the physicians by circulars and personal talks 
that we were doing that kind of work, knew how to do it, ex- 
pected to keep on doing it, and were looking for their patronage 
in that direction. And many a prescription which would have gone 
elsewhere was referred to us by the physician because we had 
made the analysis for the patient, and the doctor argued that 
if we could do the analytical work we certainly could do the 
prescription work.

System in Business Stops Losses 


The following excerpt from the Saturday Evening Post is 
printed because of its merits, but it is interesting to note how 
closely the method worked out by an expert is approximated 
by the veteran author of The Autobiography of a Druggist in 
the instalment of his story published elsewhere in this issue. 
The inference is obvious, every successful druggist runs his 
business on systematic lines, he knows what pays and what has 
to be carried at a loss, there is no room for guesswork in his 
plans. Many druggists would be astonished by the results of 
an application of a cost keeping system to their business, per- 
laps it would explain why they cannot make a good living. 


Many merchants are satisfied when their profit and loss ac- 
count at the end of each year shows that they are making money: 
but have their profits been as large as they could have been had 
they not been affected by drags in some of the departments? 
An admirable case is illustrated in the following: A pharmacy 
centrally located in a city of over three hundred thousand peo- 
ple was operating with advanced methods; every part and branch 
of the business was departmentalized and was always under the 
eye of the manager; every expense was charged up to the de- 
partment to which it belonged or distributed equally to such de- 
partments as were judged best. The wages were charged direct 
to each corresponding department; the rent was apportioned to 
each department according to space used; the unit was obtained 
on the electric light bill as to the number of lights in each de- 
partment; the delivery system was charged according to sales in 
each department—and every other expense similarly proportioned. 
It became highly interesting to watch how neatly this plan 
worked out and showed with barometric precision the profit pro- 
ducing departments of the store. The manager,knew every fluc- 
tuation of the business; and under this excellent method, if a de- 
partment was found lagging in profits—if there was no way of 
making an improvement—it could be discontinued. 
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THE MOVEMENT FOR FREE 
PHARMACY IN GERMANY

HE ministers of finance of practically every country are on 

the prowl seeking new sources of revenue, and naturally 
pharmacy comes in for a fair share of attention. But that an 
altruistic proposal by members of the profession for the benefit 
of the profession should be turned to account so as to form a 
scurce of profit to the national revenue is certainly worthy of 
being classed as an act of piracy. To fully appreciate the posi- 
tion, it is necessary to recall to mind that the question of phar- 
maceutical reform has been under discussion in Germany for 
over thirty years, and a few years ago a bill to this effect was 
drafted by the imperial government, but never reached parlia- 
ment, as it was dropped with the explanation that this question 
would have to be dealt with by the separate states. 

In Germany the great obstacle to any real reform lies in the 
existence of two classes of pharmacies: The privileged phar- 
macies, that is businesses opened perhaps centuries ago and 
which form the private property of the owner, who is at lib- 
erty to sell the pharmacy, a very high price being paid for the 
privilege alone, amounting to as much as $250,000 in some cases; 
and, secondly, all the more recently established “concessioned” 
pharmacies, which are held by the successful competitor during 
his lifetime only, and at his death revert again to the state, 
which then confers the “concession” upon a new owner. Thus 
a pharmacist to become independent has two courses open to 
him: If he is well supplied with this world’s goods he can buy 
a privilege; if not in this fortunate position, well he must either 
marry a wife with a suitable dowry, or spend a matter of twelve 
to fourteen years as a clerk, at the end of which he may enter a 
competition for a concession, in which he may be successful pro- 
vided he has not had the misfortune to run afoul of any of the 
numerous regulations by which his professional life has been 
governed. The proposed reform provides for the conversion of 
all privileged pharmacies into concessions by the simple process 
of levying contributions on the holders of the latter and pur- 
chase of the privileges with the funds accumulated. The gov- 
ernment has always declared itself incapable of undertaking this 
abolition of pharmaceutical privileges by purchase out of the 
national revenue, and has made it plain that the project could 
only be realized with the active financial assistance of the pro- 
fession. 

When this draft was dropped, the proposal was made that 


the { ‘sts should themselves voluntarily collect the money 
wher huy up the privileges. This sounded very noble 
and alatis..., vut then the question arose, How will this pe- 


cuniary sacrifice be rewarded, beyond the soul inspiring satisfac- 
tion of having done the profession at large a good turn? So 
far no answer has been made to this question. Now the Wur- 
temberg government has elaborated a budget which, among 
other items, includes an enormous increase in stamp duties, a 
point which affects the pharmacist, as the concessionnaire is re- 
quired to pay stamp duty on the document conferring this honor 
upon him. This met with the approval of the Wurtemberg 
lower house, but when this clause came up for discussion in the 
upper house, without any warning, the majority accepted an 
amendment compelling the holder of a concession to pay in ad- 
dition to his ordinary taxes an extra contribution amounting to 
about double his trade tax. This proposal was utverly unex- 
pected, and the Minister of the Interior was obviously taken 
aback. This extra imposition affecting solely the “concessioned” 
pharmacies is justified by the fact that he has not to invest the 
large capital. required in the case of a privileged business—in 
fact, he is made a present during his lifetime of the monopoly 
without being a cent out of pocket, therefore it would be only 
fair to equalize this injustice by an extra tax, which would in- 
cidentally help to fill the coffers of the treasury. That this form 
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of equalization is resented requires no mention; indeed, those 
who live in the other states devoutly hope that their altruistic 
proposal will not share the same decidedly obnoxious fate, 

The supply of medicines in outlying country districts, par- 
ticularly of household remedies, has long been a subject of dis- 
satisfaction both to the population and to the pharmacist. The 
German pharmacist, it is true, has the sole monopoly of dis- 
pensing prescriptions and of selling any articles used as reme- 
dies. A breach in this privilege was made some years ago by 
permitting the sale, outside pharmacies, of a limited number 
of harmless household remedies, such as tincture of valerian, 
spirit of ether and zinc and boric ointment, the latter “only for 
the use of animals.’ Thereby hangs a tale. The sale of these 
articles in larger towns is assumed by the druggists, while in 
smaller places it is some enterprising grocer or general dealer 
who adds this branch'of commerce to his stock in trade. Now 
these two ointments are very much in request by human beings, 
but, according to the letter of the law, they are only to be sold 
for the use of animals. To meet this difficulty the druggist 
prints inside the lid of the container a notice to the effect that, 
although sold for the use of animals, this ointment corresponds 
in quality to that. sold by pharmacists. Another difficulty is the 
subject of making up prescriptions, and in very many parts the 
patient often has to wait some time before the prescription. is 
taken to a pharmacy a few miles away and there made up. In 
exceptional cases, where the scattered population does not justify 
the creation even of a branch pharmacy, the local doctor is 
given the permission to keep a house pharmacy in order to be 
able to dispense his own prescriptions, which he must charge 
for according to the official prescription tariff, and, in addition, 
is required to purchase his stock and supplies from the nearest 
pharmacy. 

The latter“facility only refers to prescriptions, and still leaves 
unsolved the question of the supply of household remedies. 
Another factor, too, has to be taken into consideration. Sev- 
eral firms make it a business to supply general stores in coun- 
try places with cases containing an assortment of packed house- 
held remedies, and also furnish a sign with the word “drug- 
gist.” These purveyors of medicine are by no meanns in favor 
with the pharmacists, for, in spite of casual inspecticns by the 
authorities, there is no knowing what “forbidden” articles they 
may not also supply; and the absence of knowledge regarding 
their stock, apart from the information conveyed on the labels, 
is not to the public advantage. This question of the supply of 
remedies in rural districts unprovided with pharmacies is now 
engaging the attention of the Prussian government, and it has 
invited the pharmaceutical’ association to present some feasible 
proposals to meet the requirements of the case. The best idea 
so far advanced is that a supply of household remedies, i. e., 
remedies which the pharmacist may sell without a prescription, 
shall be entrusted to some responsible person in the village, be 
it the mayor or a teacher, who will receive some slight re- 
muneration out of the village rates for the trouble in selling and 
storing them. The remedies will be supplied in packages ready 
for sale by the nearest pharmacy, the owner of which will be 
held responsible for the quality of the goods supplied. The 
articles may only be sold in the original packages, at the prices 
indicated on each container. These stores will be subject to in- 
spection by the authorities, who will also have to‘see that the 
supplies are really only obtained from the nearest pharmacy and 
not from any outside sources. It is also proposed to include a 
few articles, only issued on a prescription, but used by doctors 
in emergencies; these would only be supplied to the doctor at 
his special request, and he would then be held responsible for the 
same. It will be seen that the above proposal fully safeguards 
the rights of the pharmacist as the sole purveyor of medicinal 
agents to the population, but at the same time it is significant to 
note that the organization of qualified assistants, which for- 
merly was in favor of personal concessions, has now adopted as 
its platform the demand for unrestricted exercise of the pro- 
fession, viz., the abolition of restricting the number of pharma- 
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cies to a fixed ratio of the population, as is at present the case, 
the proportion averaging one pharmacy for every 10,000 souls. 





. THE DRUGGIST IN TURKEY 


M OST people iiving in the villages and smaller towns of 

Turkey know nothing about remedies of any kind, except 
the few made of roots and herbs, growing nearby, and a physi- 
cian’s services are rarely called for. Consequently the mortality 
among the people 1s very great. In the larger cities and com- 
munities on the mdin roads there are many physicians, and the 
doctor is usually in partnership with a partichlar druggist or 
receives a certain fee for each prescription compounded, or a 
percentage on the sale of certain medicines. Upon the opening 
of a new shop the druggist’s first effort is to secure the patron- 
age of some recognized physician of influence, and a room is

always prepared adjoining the shop for the entertaiiment of 
physicians. Each physician has his headquarters at some par- 
ticular drug store. The accompanying illustration shows a typi- 
cal street in the average Turkish town with a typical Turkish 
drug store. 


Basham’s Mixture Affected by Heat 

F. W. Nitardy, of Denver, in referring to the deterioration 
of Basham’s Mixture in a recent issue of N. A. R. D. Notes, 
gives it as his opinion that the general assumptioi that the 
trouble sometimes experienced with this mixture is attributable 
to the of material used is erroneous in at least some 
cases, He says he has never noticed any mention in this con- 
nection of the temperature at which the preparation has been 
kept, while, as a matter of fact, ordinary warm weather is suf- 
ficient to precipitate the most carefully prepared sample, though 
it seems not to be generally known that ferric acetate is un- 
stable at a temperature approaching summer heat. He says that 
by taking a sample of U. S. P. Basham’s Mixture, putting part 
of it in a fairly warm place and another portion on ice it will 
be found that the former portion will precipitate in from one to 
three days, while the other will remain perfect for six months.

MILITARY PHARMACISTS ABROAD 


RECENT issue of the British and Colonial Druggist 

presents the following summary of the qualification and 
status of military pharmacists in some of the leading armies of 
Europe, as described in a series of booklets on the medical 
services of foreign armies, which have been officially published 
more especially for the intimation of the British Royal Army 
Medical Corps. 


France 


Pharmacist officers enter the service under conditions sim- 
ilar to those affecting medical officers, namely, by com- 
petitive examination after they have completed a certain por- 
tion of their curriculum as students of pharmacy. Successful 
candidates are nominated as “Eléves en pharmacie du service 
de santé militaire,’ and may then select any of the seven towns, 
Bordeaux, Lille, Lyons, Montpellier, Nancy, Paris and Toulouse, 
where there are schools of pharmacy, for the completion of 
their studies. They are attached to military hospitals during 
this period under the senior medical officer’s supervision, but 
they do not wear uniform. When the state qualifying examina- 
tion is passed they proceed to the Val-de-Grace on probation, 
like the medical officers, and receive their commissions on com- 
pleting the course there and passing a final examination. The 
conditions as regards pay and promotion, etc., are similar to 
those of the medical officers. 


Italy ' 


The pharmacist services in the Italian army form a depart- 
ment of officials (personale farmaceutico militare), recruited 
from graduates in pharmacy of the universities. Students of 
pharmacy, who serve their period of compulsory military service 
in a company of the army medical corps, may by examination 
become pharmacist cadets in the rank of corporals or sergeants 
(caporale, or sergente, allievo farmacista di complemento). They 
go through special courses of instruction for the purpose of 
these examinations as arranged by the principal medical officer 
of their army corps, and after serving for at least four months 
as sergeant, provided the candidates have graduated in phar- 
macy at the university, may present themselves for examination 
for advancement to the rank of military pharmacist di comple- 
mento of the third class with the relative rank of second lieu- 
tenant. If successful, the candidate serves the remainder of his 
period of liability to military service as a supplementary phar- 
macist official (farmacista militare di complemento). Appoint- 
ments to the regular military pharmacist service (farmacisti 
mulitari) are made by competitive examination from among 
those who have attained the rank of pharmacist official di com- 
plemento, as noted above, and are under thirty years of age. 
The successful competitors are granted the grade of military 
pharmacist of the second class. with the relative rank of lieu- 
tenant. From this rank onwards they are promoted to different 
grades by seniority or by seniority and selection after examina- 
tion. Advancement to rank of Farmacista capo di ta classe is 
by selection for every two vacancies and by seniority for every 
third vacancy. The two senior officials are promoted by selec- 
tion. The pharmacist officials wear plain clothes as a rule, mt 
have a prescribed uniform both in peace and war similar in 
shape to that of the medical officers, but with black velvet 
facings, and a badge composed of the royal crown above two 
crossed caduces covered by a shield containing the Cross of 
Savoy in red silk. The supplementary pharmacist officials, that 
is to say, those student pharmacists who have attained the rank 
of farmacista militare di complemento di 3a classe while serv- 
ing with the colors and who do not pass on to the regular 
pharmacist service, form a large body of men for pharmacist 
service 1n war.

Austria-Hungary 


The pharmacists form a special es branch, or 
Medikamentenbranche, as it is called, of the “common” army 
and also of the Honved. They have charge of all the medical 
and surgical stores in time of peace, and are assisted by a small 
technical personnel, as well as by men of the medical corps. 
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The titles, relative rank, and numbers in each grade are as 
follows:

The grade “Offzial” has three classes. The establishment 
of pharmacist officials in time of peace is 108. The technical 
assistants number 37 in peace. They are not graded in any 
class, but are skilled mechanics, such as surgical instrument 
makers and repairers. 


The Netherlands 


Candidates for appointment as military pharmacists must 
have passed the state examination in pharmacy with distinction. 
They are appointed on the nomination of the Minister of War 
as military apothecaries second class, and after ten years’ service 
they are promoted to the first class, ranking as captains. On 
completing thirty years’ service they rank as majors. The 
senior apothecary is the Directeur of the army medical stores 
in Amsterdam which supply the army, navy and colonial troops 
with instruments, surgical materials and medicines. 


Russia 

The pharmacist (farmatsevt) of the Russian Army must be 
qualified to practise pharmacy. The law governing liability to 
personal service grants him similar, though not exactly identical, 
privileges to those granted to medical men. In the army phar- 
macists constitute a separate personnel, with special duties, and 
they are employed in the higher and more scientific details con- 
nected with the preparation, supply, care and dispensing of 
medical stores, with the supervision or charge of magazines of 
medical stores, dispensary depots and the dispensaries of med- 
ical establishments, and with the control of the work of dis- 
pensary feldshers. They are classed in three pharmaceutical 
grades and hold official rank in the classes of official rank from 
lieutenant to colonel, both inclusive. A pharmacist official must 
have the lower academical distinction of provisor or the higher 
degree of master of pharmacy, the former entitling him to lieu- 
tenant rank, the higher to second captain rank. Promotion is 
given on much the same principles as in the case of the medical 
officials; the degree of master of pharmacy being necessary for 
promotion to lieutenant-colonel. Certain other persons, holding 
minor official positions, are employed, occasionally at least, by 
the medical service, but do not form part of its essential con- 
stitution; these are the dental surgeons and assistant apothe- 
caries (aptekarskie pomoshchniki) and dentists. In 1907 the 
number of pharmacists actually serving was 230, with fixed 
establishment of 242. 

Belgium 


The corps de santé militaire includes medical officers, phar- 
cists, and veterinary officers. The budget for 1911 provided for 
175 medical officers, 54 pharmacists, and 29 veterinary officers. 
The grades of pharmacists are:

The pay of medical and pharmacist officers is fixed according 
to their relative rank, namely: Major-general, £540 per annum, 
colonel £340, lieutenant- colonel £280, major £252, senior captain 
£204, junior captain £168, first lieutenant £130, second lieutenant 
£100 on joining, increased to £104 after about two years’ service. 
If on the unemployed list (de disponibilité) a small deduction 
is made from the above. There is also a “non-activité” cate- 
gory, in which the pay is further reduced, the amount of reduc- 
tion depending on the reason for which the officer was placed 
on this list. When finally retired from the active list (en ré- 
forme) the pension is about one-third of the full pay of the 
rank. 

The British military dispenser is drawn from the ranks of 
the Medical Staff Corps, is trained and examined by the mili- 
tary medical officers, and in the highest rank—that of sergeant— 
receives 5s. 2d. per day. When one contrasts this state of 
affairs with the special consideration given to the pharmaceutical 
organizations of Continental armies, one can readily agree with 
the Attorney General that the position of our military com- 
pounders is “quite inadequate.” 
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A New Method for Detecting Mineral and Rosin 
Oils as Adulterants of Other Oils 


A very important contribution to the science of oil analysis 
was recently presented by A. E. Outerbridge, jr., at the meeting 
of the American Society for Testing Materials, in which paper 
methods were described by which as small a proportion as one- 
tenth percent. of mineral or rosin oil could be detected in sam- 
ples of linseed, soya bean oil, etc. This method is based upon 
the property of fluorescence of petroleum distillates and rosin 
oil; the operation requiring no chemical apparatus or experience, 
is simple and certain in application and gives positive results in 
a few minutes’ time. The method may be briefly described thus: 
Mineral oils (petroleum distillates) and rosin oils possess a pecu- 
liar property known as fluorescence, and this property is not 
possessed by most vegetable or animal oils, especially linseed oil 
and soya bean oil, used in the manufacture of paints, hence 
the appearance of fluorescence in a sample of linseed oil is proof 
of its adulteration with one of the oils named. Where a small 
proportion of mineral oil has been used as an adulterant for 
linseed oil the fluorescence under ordinary circumstances is diffi- 
cult to detect and a tedious chemical analysis is required to 
prove the adulteration. Outerbridge has found that by exposing 
oils to the ultra violet rays emitted from an electrical source 
there is a remarkable intensifying of the fluorescence of oils 
possessing this property, hence a small proportion of mineral 
oil in a sample that does not show tluorescence by ordinary light 
will exhibit characteristic fluorescence when exposed to the ultra 
violet rays. The miethod is even capable of quantitative results. 
By comparing a sample to be tested with prepared samples con- 
taining known percentages of mineral or rosin oil the propor- 
tion of adulteration can be closely estimated by the amount and 
degree of fluorescence of the suspected oil. When examined 
by reflected light hydrocarbon oils, so called mineral oils. show 
a peculiar greenish fluorescence; rosin oil gives a fluorescence of 
a pure blue tint. This property is commonly called the bloom 
of oils and is characteristic and cannot be entirely removed by 
refining. ‘The author of this method has tested all of the com- 
mon sources of electric light and finds that the ordinary enclosed 
arc lamp, now used as a source of light in many establishments, 
is most effective tur making the tests of oils for fluorescence. 
The “Piffard” lamp, invented by the late Dr. Henry G. Piffard, 
is particularly effective. This light is rich in ultra violet rays 
and its use has the advantage of economy and effectiveness, but 
where it is not aiready installed the flaming arc light or the 
Cooper Hewitt mercury vapor tube may be used. The méthod 
recommended for testing an oil is to pour a few drops onto a 
watch glass or small porcelain dish so as to form a film of oil; 
this is then exposed to the light from an enclosed are lamp or 
a Piffard lamp, and the appearance noted. If even a smal! pro- 
portion of mineral oil is present there wil] be seen a brilliant 
greenish fiuorescence; if rosin oil is present the film will show 
a clear blue fluorescence. Adulteration by mineral or rosin oils, 
if gross, can be detected simply by exposing a bottle containing 
the sample to this light; so powerful is the action of the ultra 
violet rays that 1 percent. of these adulterants in other oils will 
give the characteristic fluorescence. For ordinary testing all 
that is necessary is to pour some of the suspected oil into a test 
tube or small clear glass bottle and expose it to the electric light 
and note whether fluorescence is shown or not. The author 
states that numerous tests of vegetable oils of known purity 
failed to show any fluorescence by this method. It is not neces- 
sary to prepare standards for each kind of vegetable oil in 
making comparative tests of samples; linseed oil will answer as 
a standard for all, but it is necessary to prepare special standards 
with lard oil when testing suspected samples. The examination 
of samples by transmitted light is recommended in conjunction 
with tests by reflected light, as indicating whether crude or 
refined oils have been used as adulterants. 
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Lime and Sulphur Solution for Spraying Orchards.—F. 
E. M.—Boil five pounds of’sulphur and five pounds of lime in 
a small quantity of water until both are dissolved and a brown- 
ish liquid results. Dilute to 100 gallons. This is the formula 
recommended by the United States Department of. Agriculture. 
It should be made up fresh as required. 


Sodium Cinnamate.—‘New Jersey” wishes to know how 
sodium cinnamate is prepared, its properties and its medicinal 
use. Sodium cinnamate, NaC,H;O,, or C,H;CHCHCO,Na, is 
prepared by neutralizing a solution of sodium hydroxide or so- 
dium carbonate with cinnamic acid, as can be seen by the fol- 
lowing equations: 

NaOH+H.C,H,0O.=NaC,H,O,+-H,0 or 
Na,CO,-+- 2 H.C,H,O.= 
2 NaC,H,O,4-H,0+CO.. 

The resulting solution is evaporated to dryness. The an- 
hydrous salt thus obtained contains the equivalent of 86.44 
percent. of cinnamicacid, Fromaweak sodium hydroxide solu- 
tion the salt crystallizes in fine needles containing half a mole- 
cule of water. Sodium cinnamate also occurs as a white, gran- 
ular, amorphous powder and as a white crystalline powder, hav- 
ing a faint aromatic odor and a slight alkaline reaction. It is 
soluble in 11 parts of water and more soluble in water contain- 
ing chlorides or nitrates; also soluble in 160 parts of alcohoi 
and is also soluble in glycerin. Upon heating or upon the addi- 
tion of strong nitric acid sodium cinnamaie is decomposed and 
benzaldehyde is formed, which is readily recognized by its bit- 
ter almond odor. 

Sodium cinnamate is antiseptic and resembles sodium ben- 
zoate in its pharmacological action. It is said to increase the 
number of white blood corpuscles when injected subcutaneously 
or intravenously, and for this reason has been recommended for 
use in tuberculosis, etc. However, experiments on man have 
not confirmed the statement that it causes leucocytosis, and so- 
dium cinnamate is therefore of doubtful utility. The dose is 
from I to 5 grains by the mouth. For hypodermic use a 5 per- 
cent. solution in distilled water or glycerin is employed, which, 
of course, must be sterilized. Sodium cinnamate is also known 
under the trade name “hetol,” which is described in the AmeEr- 
IcAN Drucoist for October, on page 220.

Acid Methyl Salicylate—C. W., New Jersey, inquires 
“What is acid methyl salicylate?” As C. W. neglects to furnish 
any particulars regarding this inquiry, we ourselves are at a loss 
to understand just what is meant. We want to impress upon 
our subscribers and inquirers in this column that it is abso- 
lutely necessary to furnish us all the particulars and details 
which they have regarding the subject of the inquiry in order 
to receive a satisfactory answer. It is a well known fact that 
circumstances alter cases. 

Methylis salicylas or methyl salicylate of the United States 
Pharmacopceia is the methylester of salicylic acid as shown by 
the following graphic formula:

Analogous to methyl salicylate is the oxymethylester of 
salicylic acid, or the acid methylester of salicylic acid, or methyl 





oxymethyl] salicylate, which is perhaps better known by its trade- 
mark name “Mesotan.” Its graphic formula is as follows:

The term acid methylester of salicylic acid could be abbre- 
viated into “acid methyl salicylate,’ which our New Jersey 
friend inquires about. This substance, known by its trade 
name, mesotan, is a clear, yellowish oily liquid, insoluble in 
water, but readily soluble in the usual organic solvents and also 
miscible with oils and fats in all proportions, It should be re- 
membered that high heat, or moisture, decompose mesotan, 
which should not be dispensed when any crystals are deposited 
in the bottle. The action of mesotan, medicinally, is similar to 
that of methyl salicylate, or oil of birch, or oil of wintergreen, 
and it is said to be useful in all form of rheumatism. Mesotan, 
however, is more irritating than methyl salicylate when ap- 
plied pure to the sensitive skin, and is therefore employed in 
dilution with an equal volume of olive oil and without any fric- 
tion. We have also seen many prescriptions in which mesotan 
is ordered to be mixed with goose grease. This latter com- 
bination is said to be readily absorbed and to give prompt relief 
in muscular and articular rheumatism. The Handy Guide 
No. 6, New Remedies Compendium and Price List, published 
by the AmMerIcAN Druccist, a copy of which costs only five 
cents, should be in the hands of every dispensing pharmacist in 
order to obtain ready information on the new remedies. 


Antidote for Potassium Cyanide—M. O., Boston, wants 
to know the antidote for potassium cyanide, as it occurred to 
him in regard to the recent poison case in Boston that every 
pharmacist should know such antidotes so as to render assistance 
in such cases. He writes that he has consulted a poison chart 
published by a. pharmaceutical journal, which did not give any 
antidote, but only advised to give an emetic and putting cold 
application to the head and mustard to the limbs. 

The cyanides are the most rapidly fatal poisons in the materia 
medica. They irritate the gastro-intestinal canal as well as de- 
press the nervous and circulatory systems. M. O., Boston, evi- 
dently neglected to consult the AMERICAN Drucoist Chart of 
Antidotes for Poisons, which was printed in Section II. (Price 
List) of the AMERICAN Druccist for May 22, I9II, pages 150 
and 151, in which we. give the following advice as to treatment 
of poisoning by hydrogen acid and potassium cyanide: 

“Two drachms of magnesium oxide in water, followed by 15 
minims of solution of ferric chloride and 12 grains of ferrous 
sulphate in aqueous solution. Cold douche to head and spine, 
artificial respiration and electricity. Inhalations of oxgen. 
Atropine in small doses. Ammonia by inhalation or intravenous 
injection.” 

As we explained in, the preliminary advice of our antidote 
chart, it is the first duty of the layman to send for a physician. 
Very frequently, however, the pharmacist is called upon to give 
an antidote until the physician arrives. Therefore, it is essential 
that all pharmacists should familiarize themselves with the 
antidotes for the principal poisons.

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Guimauve.—F. D., Mass., has a call for “guimauve” from 
one of his French speaking customers. It is supposed to be a 
yellowish root which is employed to make a tea for coughs and 
colds. Guimauve or racine de guimauve is the French name 
for althzea or radix althe, that is, althea or marshmallow root. 
This is a white or yellowish root which for pharmaceutical use 
generally comes cut in small pieces or powdered. Being a de- 
mulcent it is used in the form of an infusion for coughs, etc. 

Diazo Reaction.—R. E., Hamilton, Ont., wishes to know 
the method of using the diazo reaction for the de- 
tection of typhoid fever. Under certain pathological conditions 
the urine contains a chromogen which gives a deep cherry red 
color with diazo-benzene-sulphonic acid and ammonia. This 
reaction is generally known as the diazo reaction and was first 
discovered and studied by Dr. Paul Ehrlich, director of the Insti- 
tute for Experimental Therapeutics in Frankfort on the Main, 
who has lately become still more famous by his discovery of 
606, or salvarsan. The diazo reaction is also known as Ehrlich’s 
test. It is characteristic of the urine of persons suffering from 
certain specific fevers, especially typhoid, septicemia, measles, acute 
tuberculosis and other bacterial fevers, and also of pneumonia. 
To carry out the diazo reaction two solutions are required, 
which must be kent in well stoppered bottles in a cool and dark 
place.

PTW, ACHE, os ic5. ss ae ose ss on bcak S.oGc, 
Distilled water enough to make 100 Cc. 

It is not necessary to be exact as to the amount of sulphanilic 
acid, but sufficient should be used so as to make a saturated 
solution. For this reason some authorities order even 1 Gm. 
but in the reagents of both the new Swiss and German pharma- 
copeeias the amount of sulphanilic acid ordered is 0.5 Gm. 


SoLtution B. 
Sodium nitrite jes OriGom: 
Distilled water ’ 

Solution A will keep, but solution B should only be kept for 
a limited length of time and is preferably prepared freshly. 

The test is applied as follows: 5 Cc. of the filtered urine are 
mixed with 5 Cc. of solution A and then three to five drops of 
solution B are added. The solutions are well mixed and about 
1 Cc. of ammonia water is carefully poured down the side of 
the test tube upon the mixture. Normal urine with this test 
gives a yellow or crange color and also a precipitation of phos- 
phates. In certain of the above named diseases, and especially 
in typhoid fever, the urine acquires a fine red, even as deep as 
a carmine red color. The froth produced on agitation also 
becomes rose red. The precipitated phosphates, or at least the 
surface of the sediment, show a green or violet color. 

A negative reaction may be considered as conclusive as to the 
absence of typhoid or other infectious or bacterial fevers. 

A positive reaction is not, in itself, absolute proof of typhoid 
infection, since, in some cases, a red color or tint appears, due 
to the presence of constituents which are not characteristic of 
typhoid fever. The coloration is also produced in the urine of 
patients after the administration of opium, morphine, heroin 
or dionin, or after the use of chrysarobin or naphthalene. Biliary 
pigments and derivatives of naphthalene and anthracene in the 
urine will also give a positive diazo reaction. On the other 
hand the administration of medicines containing tannin, wine, 
creosote, cresol, phenol, guaiacol and salol will prevent a posi- 
tive diazo reaction. As these medicaments are frequently ad- 
ministered in typhoid fever, etc. it can be readily seen how 
easily erroneous conclusions may be reached. Dr. Ernst Kraft, 
the apotheker and analytical chemist at Kissingen, Germany, 
states in his Diagnostikum that when no other symptoms are 
apparent in phthisis the diazo reaction takes place. Prof. Paul 
Ehrlich first published his diazo reaction for typhoid fever and 
tuberculosis in the Zeitschrift fiir Klinische Medizin, 1888, No. 5, 
Page 285. 
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Fiat Tablets—E. E. W., Wisconsin.—Fiat tablets is not 
very good Latin. The correct form would be “fiat tablette”— 
that is, make tablets. This term has given rise to a good deal 
of confusion, because it is understood by some pharmacists as 
meaning make into tablets and by others as meaning make such 
tablets. The prescription prescribed by our Wisconsin sub- 
scriber also gives these two opinions as being held by different 
physicians. It is a well known fact that if physicians express 
their wishes a little more distinctly in their prescriptions many 
errors, sometimes very serious, if not fatal errors, would be pre- 
vented. The prescription as written, if presented in Continental 
Europe, would be dispensed as 10 tablets of strychnine sulphate, 
of which each would contain 1-20 grain, Physicians in Euro- 
pean countries are accustomed to write for single doses and di- 
rect a certain number of such doses to be dispensed. The cor- 
rect directions on such a prescription, and these are the direc- 
tions used by Continental physicians, are “d. ¢. d., the abbrevia- 
tion for “dentur tales doses,’ that is, “let such doses be given.” 
In the United States physicians are in the habit of ordering the 
medicament to be divided into a given number of doses. It is 
the rule in most pharmacies that it is understood that the medi- 
cine is always to be divided into the number of stated doses, 
excepting where the physician distinctly orders d. t. d. From 
this point of view we should think that the prescription as writ- 
ten would mean that one-twentieth of a grain of strychnine sul- 
phate is to be divided into 10 tablets, each tablet containing 
one-two hundredths of a grain. This is our opinion. Never- 
theless, it is the pharmacist’s duty to consult the physician when 
there is any doubt, so as to be absolutely certain as to ingre- 
dients as well as to dose. 

The prescription submitted by our Wisconsin friend is a good 
example of the manner in which a prescription should not be 
written. In place of the rather indefinite meaning “fiat tablettae,” 
the more correct and specific terms, “divid, in tabl,” or on the 
other hand, “d. ¢. d. tabl.,’ should be used by physicians. Phar- 
macists can do a great deal of good work in bringing this matter 
to the attention of physicians. 

Creosote Carbonate Prescription—L. D. sends the fol- 
lowing prescription:

He writes that he has an argument with the physician because 
he (the pharmacist) first emulsified the creosote carbonate with 
acacia and water and then added the other ingredients. The 
physician, on the other hand, asserts that he did not order an 
einulsion in the first place, and that in the second place the medi- 
cine will make a presentable mixture if gompounded as the 
prescription is written. As a rule physicians know very little 
of pharmacy and are not acquainted with the proper methods 
of compounding the medicines which they order. This is un- 
fortunate, but it is true. Those physicians, who in former years 
have been practical pharmacists, of course, make an exception. 
L. D. undoubtedly thought he was doing right when he emulsi- 
fied the creosote carbonate, in order that it might be properly 
and evenly distributed in the mixture. After all, the pharmacist 
should be entruste¢ with the proper compounding of the pre- 
scription so as to make a presentable and palatable mixture. 
It is true that the physician did not order an emulsion, but 
merely directed to mix the ingredients, but very few physicians 
know when an article has to be emulsified and generally omit 
the directions “fiat emulsium.” We have compounded the dis- 
puted prescription and we were surprised to see how well the 
creosote carbonate and the glycerine mixed, especially if warmed 
a little. When the aromatic syrup of yerba santa is added a 
nice mixture results, in which the creosote carbonate is well 
distributed. The physscian was evidently right in saying that 
it is not necessary to make an emulsion. As a rule, however, 
the emulsification of creosote carbonate is the better way.

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Thermometer Scales.—‘Student” inquires as to the differ- 
ence in the Fahrenheit, Centigrade and Réaumur thermometers, 
and also wants to know a simple method of converting one 
reading into another. 

Three different thermometric scales are in use, known as 
Fahrenheit, Centigrade and Réaumur, the latter being rarely 
used in English speaking countries. In the Fahrenheit scale the 
boiling point of water at the sea level is 212 degrees and the 
freezing point is 32 degrees, the space between being divided 
into one hundred and eighty equal parts. In the centigrade or 
Celsius scale the boiling point is 100 degrees and the freezing 
point zero, the space between being divided into one hundred 
equal parts. In the Réaumur scale the boiling point is 80 
degrees and the freezing point is zero, the space between being 
divided into eighty equal parts. 

As equal spaces on the centigrade, Fahrenheit, and Réaumur 
scale are 100, 180, and 8o, respectively, it may be seen that each 
degree centigrade is equal to 1.80 degree Fahrenheit and 09 
degree Réaumur, and that each degree Réaumur is equal to 1.25 
degree centigrade and 2.25 degrees Fahrenheit. Since the freez- 
ing point of centigrade and Réaumur is zero, and that of Fah- 
renheit is 32 degrees, in converting Fahrenheit into centigrade 
and Réaumur, 32 must be substracted, and from centigrade 
and Réaumur into Fahrenheit 32 must be added, as the follow- 
ing rules will show :— 

To convert centigrade degrees into those of Fahrenheit: 
Multiply by 1.8 and add 32. To convert Fahrenheit degrees into 
those of centigrade: Subtract 32 and divide 1.8. To convert 
Réaumur degrees into Fahrenheit: Multiply by 2.25 and add 32. 
To convert Fahrenheit degrees into Réaumur: Subtract 32 and 
divide by 2.25. To convert centigrade degrees into Réaumur: 
Divide by 1.25 or multiply by .8. To convert Réaumur degrees 
into centigrade: Multiply by 1.25 or divide by 08. 

The abbreviations used to designate the variety of ther- 
momieters are as follows: F. for Fahrenheit, C. for centigrade, 
and R. for Réaumur. In all the scales the degrees above or 
below the zero point are designated as plus (+) or minus (—) 
degrees. 


Formula on the Label of Medicines—G. C., Virginia, 
writes: “I would very much like to know if it is absolutely nec- 
essary to state the ingredients on the label of a proprietary med- 
icine, which I am manufacturing, in order to conform with the 
requirements of the food and drugs act. If I am compelled to 
do that then any one buying the medicine could from its label 
tell the ingredients and thereafter prepare his own supply.” 

The food and drugs act of June 30, 1906, does not require 
the publication of the formula on the label. However, it docs 
require that the quantity or proportion of certain ingredients 
enumerated in the law and derivatives and preparations there- 
of, as indicated in Regulation 28, shall be clearly set forth on 
the label of all preparations used for the treatment or prevention 
of disease, either internally or externally, for man or other ani- 
mal. This includes sample packages as well as regular trade 
packages. 

The Regulation 28 mentioned in Section F gives the articles 
and also their derivatives and preparations, which are required 
to be declared on the label, as follows: “Alcohol, morphine, 
opium, cocaine, heroin, alpha and beta eucaine, chloroform, can- 
nabis indica, chloral hydrate and acetanilide.” For further par- 
ticulars as to derivatives of these substances the regulation itself 
must be consulted. 


“Powdered” Castor Oil.—D. C. wants to know the compo- 
sition of castor oil in powder form. 

When castor oil is mixed with an equal quantity of calcined 
magnesia it forms a stable, odorless, white bulky powder. It 
can be easily taken and is well borne by the stomach, while 
its therapeutic properties are the same as castor oil and cal- 
cined magnesia together. 

Some chemists give the explanation that a magnesium ricino- 
leate is formed, while others state that the oil is contained in 
the powder in an unchanged condition and can be readily ex- 


tracted with the ordinary solvents. Of course in either case 
the magnesia will combine with the free fatty acids which are 
always present in castor oil and form a magnesia soap. It is 
also said that 90 to 98 per cent. of the entire castor oil content 
can be extracted in a Saxhlet apparatus by means of cther. The 
remainder can also be recovered if the powder is acidified with 
diluted hydrochloric acid and the liquid mixture is then shaken 
out ‘with ether. 

If any of our readers have had any experience with 
a preparation then we should be pleased to hear of them in 
these columns. 

The name “powdered” castor oil is undoubtedly a misnomer 
in the eyes of the officials charged with the enforcement of the 
pure food and drugs act. 


Galalith—A. C, N. Y. City, writes: I have bought some 
French combs which are marked “Galalith.’’ They look like cellu- 
loid combs, but have a yellow color and are marked odorless 
and non-inflammable. The seller assures me that the material 
is not celluloid. I would like to find out what “Galalith” is. 
This is one of those cases in which the name itself indicates the 
composition. The Greek gala, from which the Latin word Jac 
is derived, means milk, and the Greek lithos, from which the Latin 
name lapis comes, means stone. Consequently galalith stands 
for milkstone, that is, a stone or hard substance derived’ from 
milk. Galalith is a new substance, intended to replace horn, 
ivory, rubber, tortoise shell, etc, and is manufactured from 
casein by subjecting it to strong pressure under treatment with 
formaldehyde. The casein is precipitated from milk by means 
of acids or by the salts of heavy metals. The warmed pre- 
cipitate is expressed with pressure and becomes a transparent 
mass, which is then hardened by the aid of formaldehyde. The 
dry galalith contains 11.36 percent of nitrogen, equivalent to 
72.66 percent of casein and 6.69 percent of ash. Its specific 
gravity is 1.30 and it is scarcely affected by neutral liquids, but 
is slightly attacked by acids and still more so by alkalies. If 
immersed in water for some time it becomes soft, brittle and 
opaque, but upon drying recovers its hardness, elasticity and 
brightness. Galalith can be colored with aniline and other dyes, 
and also by copper, nickel or other metallic salts It is used 
extensively as a substitute for ivory, rubber, horn, etc., especially 
in the manufacture of combs, and possesses the great advantage 
over celluloid or pyralin of being non-inflammable.

We are pleased to help “Clerk” by answering the questions, 
and we might state that we consider them perfectly fair State 
board examination questions, which every pharmacist should be 
able to answer as they are used daily as abbreviations on physi- 
cians’ prescriptions. We give below the Latin words repre- 
sented by the abbreviations and the English equivalents :— 


(c) Non rep. 


(a) Misce secundum artem, mix according to art; (b) fiat 
lotio, let a lotion be made; (c) non repetatur, let it not be 
repeated. 

It is true that Latin abbreviations in prescriptions are not 
used near as much as in former years; nevertheless we would 
recommend that every student, clerk, and pharmacist should 
familiarize himself with these abbreviations, as no doubt some 
time or other he will run across some of them. 


Beurre de Saturrne.—C. I*., Canada, has a call from French 
Canadian customers for Beurre de Saturne and asks for 
formula. Literally translated this means butter of saturn. that 
is, butter of lead. According to such an authority as Dorvault’s 


Index page 276. 
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L’Officine ou Répertoire Général de Pharmacie Practique, the 
following is the formula :— 
ONGUENT D’ACETATE DE PLOMB—BEURRE DE SATURNE. 

Solution of lead subacetate, olive oil; equal parts by weight. 
Mix in a marble mortar and stir continually until a perfect 
mixture is obtained. 

Very much the same preparation was offered in the U. S. P. of 
1880, as “Linimentum Plumbi Subacetatis,” with the following 
formula :— ,

Black Roses.—P. & S. have a call for “black roses” or 
“schwarze rosen,’ from a German customer and would like to 
know the botanical or other name. 

“Schwarze rosen” or “black roses” are the common names 
for flores malvz arborce, or fluer marve hortensis, or fiuer alcez. 

They are the flowers of Althanea rosea Lirmé, family-Mal- 
vacee, indigenous to the Levant and cultivated in gardens. The 
English names are: althea rose, hollyhock, hock, hockholler. 
Other German names are: stockrose, stockmalve, pappelrose, 
baummalve. 

The study of vernacular names, in fact the study of all 
synonyms is to be recommended to pharmacists in general. 
Besides this every pharmacist should have at least one book 
on synonyms, and the one on botanical synonyms which is 
especially useful behind the drug counter is: Plant Names, 
scientific and popular, by Dr. A. B. Lyons; published by Nelson, 
Baker & Co., Detroit, the second edition of which appeared in 
1907. : 

Infusion of Digitalis—R. B. writes: “I notice that the 
formula for infusum digitalis in the U. S. P. 1880 differs from 
the present formula by directing the use of digitalis and cin- 
namon in coarse powder. I would like to inquire through your 
Notes and Queries Column why the change was made from 
cinnamon bark to the present cinnamon water ?” 

It is well known that cinnamon bark contains tannin which 
is extracted by water, which latter, by the way, does not extract 
the coloring principle, as might be supposed. Owing to the 
tannin content of the infusion of digitalis of the U. S. P. 1880, 
this preparation precipitated the alkaloids as tannates. As 
strychnine and sparteine salts are frequently prescribed with 
infusion of digitalis, the U. S. P., 1890 and 1900, in order to 
prevent this incompatibility changed from cinnamon to cinna- 
mon water. Besides this, the latter is a better flavoring agent 
than cinnamon bark, being prepared from the volatile oil, and 
this is the real function of this ingredient in the infusion of 
digitalis. This preparation should be freshly made, though no 
notice to that effect appears in the U. S. P., VIII. 


Natrium Sulfuricum Dilapsum.—J. L. L., N. Y., has a 
German prescription for a powder containing natrium sulfuricum 
dilapsum as one of the ingredients and wishes to know what 
it is. 

Dilapsus means effloresced, therefore the article in question 
is dry or anhydrous sodium sulphate. The new German phar- 
macopeeia, at the end of the monographs on magnesium sulphate, 
sodium carbonate and sodium sulphate, makes the following 
statement in spaced type, so as to be prominent: “When this arti- 
cle is ordered in a mikture of powders, the dry salt should 
be dispensed.” 

This point should also be borne in mind by the dispensing 
pharmacists in the United States. 
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Druggist’s Fire Insurance.—J. R. C., Pennsylvania, inquires 
as to the reliability and liability of a druggist’s fire insurance 
exchange from which he has received a circular. 

There are several fire insurance companies owned and con- 
trolled by druggists. As they are organized on a mutual plan 
their rates are much less than those of the fire insurance com- 
panies. Besides this they make a just, speedy, and honest settle- 
ment in case of fire, with much less red tape than the regular 
companies. In the particular “exchange” inquired about, which 
is based on the inter-insurance plan, the druggist has a right 
to appeal to other practical druggists in case there should be 
a difference of opinion in case of a fire. You find the advertise- 
ment of this company in the AMERICAN Druccist and from 
what we know the company is perfectly reliable and besides its 
lower rates settles the claims squarely and quickly. It has on 
its board of directors well known druggists of the highest 
standing. 

Unguent. Napoletan.—B. T., New York, received a writ- 
ten order for Unguent. Napoletan. and wishes to know what is 
meant by it. This is an abbreviation for Unguento Napoletano, 
the ointment of Naples, which is an Italian name for blue oint- 
ment. In this case, as well as any other where blue ointment 
is called for, the diluted mercurial ointment of the U. S. P., 
containing 3314 percent of metallic mercury should be dispensed 
and not the strong mercurial ointment containing 50 percent. of 
mercury. Much harm might result by the indiscriminate appli- 
cation of strong mercurial ointment. For this very reason the 
U. S. P. gives the name blue ointment to the diluted mercurial 
ointment and orders petrolatum as the diluent so as to prevent 
absorption, as blue ointment is mostly used for the destruction 
of peduculi pubis or pediculi capitis or other vermin. 

Bitterwood.—A. D., New Jersey, inquires what is meant 
by “bitterwood.” He would like to know the botanical name 
or some other synonym, as he is unable to find the word bitter- 
wood in any of the books at his command. Bitterwood is a 
synonym for quassia. the wood of Picrasma excelsa (Schwartz), 
Planchon (Fam. Smarmacee), known commercially as Jamaica 
Quassia, or of Quassia amara, Lonné (Fam. Simarubacez), 
known commercially as Surinam Quassia. The name bitterwood 
is. of course, derived from the very intense bitter taste of the 
wood. 

Liquid Soap.—J. S. R., Euphrata, Pa., asks for a formula 
for a liquid soap. An answer to this query will be found in the 
October number of the AMERICAN DruacistT on index page 222. 

The Estimation of Quinine in Quinine Ferro Citrate, ac- 
cording to the process described {n the Austrian and in the Ger- 
man Pharmacopeeia (fifth edition), requires the use of ether to 
dissolve out the quinine. By the use of this method Kollo 
(Pharm. Post, 1911, 695, through Apoth. Zeit., 1911, p. 755) al- 
ways obtained a thick mass from which it was impossible to 
extract the quinine with quantitative precisiof. The substitution 
of chloroform for the ether, as has been suggested, proved but 
a slight improvement. He found that better results could be 
obtained by using a mixture of one part chloroform to two or 
three parts of ether. The yellow staining of solution and resi- 
due he found to be due to iron hydroxide, and this could be 
obviated by the addition of powdered tragacanth. The process 
as described by Kollo is as follows: 1.2 Gm. of quinine ferro 
citrate are shaken in 5 Cc. of water until solution is complete. 
The solution is then thoroughly shaken with 60 Cc. of the 
chloroform-ether mixture (1 to 3) for ten minutes; 2 Cc. of 
ammonia water and 1:5 Gm. of powdered tragacanth are added, 
and the whole is shaken until the chloroform-ether mixture is 
clear. It is then allowed to settle until thoroughly separated; 
50 Cc. of the chloroform-ether mixture (corresponding to 1 Gm. 
of the drug) are then placed in a beaker of known weight, which 
has been dried at 100 degree C. and evaporated to dryness, the 
residue being twice redissolved in ether in order to remove the 
last traces of chloroform. By this means the quinine is ob- 
tained in pure white form. It may be weighed, and, if desired, 
estimated chemically. For the latter purpose the residue is dis- 
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solved in 2 or 3 Cc. of absolute alcohol, which is then diluted 
to about 80 Cc. with water. Three drops of methyl red solution 
(paradimethylamidoazobenzolo-carbonic acid) are added to this 
as an indicator, and it is then titrated with decinormal hydro- 
chloric acid. In the calculation the index 324 (the molecular 
weight of water free quinine hydrate) is used for the quinine 
factor. 

Rapid Determination of Saponification Numbers.—In the 
determination of the saponification values of fats and waxes the 
alcoholic potash solution may be replaced with advantage by a 
solution of potassium hydroxide in propyl alcohol, according to 
L. W. Winkler (Zeit, f. angew. chem., 1911, 636). Warm propyl 
alcohol is a good solvent for fats and waxes ,and since it has a 
higher boiling point than ethyl alcohol the saponification takes 
place quickly and a reflux condenser is not required. Butter-fat 
and beeswax, for example, are completely saponified in ten min- 
utes. The solution is prepared by dissolving a few grammes of 
potassium hidroxide in a litre of commercial propyl alcohol; 
setting aside a few days, distilling off the alcohol and dissolving 
about 30 Gm. of pure potassium hydroxide in the distillate. Even 
after keeping for a long time the solution becomes only slightly 
colored. In the determination about 2 Gm. of the fat or wax are 
dissolved in 25 Cc. of the potassium hydroxide solution in a 100- 
Ce. flask, and the solution boiled gently on the steam bath for 
ten to twenty minutes, the flask being covered with a smal] in- 
verted beaker. The hot liquid is then titrated back with semi-nor- 
mal hydrochloric acid. The strength of the potash solution may 
be found by a blank experiment, but it is not altered by heating 
for thirty minutes on the steam bath if a hard glass flask be used. 
Propyl alcohol is also recommended as a solvent for beeswax or 
Japan wax in the determination of the acid number. 

Infusion of Digitalis—-The results observed in experi- 
ments made with infusion of digitalis by E. Focke (Arch. der 
Pharm., 249) seem to upset the general belief that digitalis is 
completely exhausted of its active constituents by a well made 
infusion. Experiments with infusions representing 1 percent. 
and 10 percent. of digitalis leaves (respectively) showed that 
the maximum amount of active matter extracted, great care be- 
ing taken to obtain accurate results, was about 85 percent. of the 
total physiological strength of the drug when tested after (ap- 
parent) complete exhaustion. By the ordinary process of infu- 
sion, 80 percent. of the active matter of the drug was obtained in 
dilute infusions (1 percent.) and only 74 percent. in a strong in- 
fusion (10 percent.). To obtain the highest efficiency the marc 
remaining from the first infusion should be again extracted with 
a portion of the liquid. The loss of efficiency in the strong in- 
fusion is not due to saturation of the menstruum, as the same 
results were obtained with an infusion representing 20 percent. 
of the drug. A fluidextract of digitalis made with 35 percent 
alcohol when diluted to a strength of 1 in 10 showed higher 
physiological activity than a 10 percent. infusion made directly 
from the same drug. 


The Presence of Manganese in Digitalis Purpurea.—In 
the course of investigations directed toward the more exact 
isolation of the active principles of digitalis, Burmann (Jour. 
Suisse de Chem. et Pharm., October 7, 1911) was struck with 
the constant presence of manganese in the ash of the leaves 
of the digitalis purpurea. This metal was never found in the 
other varieties of digitalis, such as the digitalis ambigua or 
lutea. This fact may be used to distinguish the official from 
the other varieties of the plant. The author thinks that it also 
explains the failure to cultivate it successfully in Switzerland, 
‘as the soil, so far as he has been able to ascertain, is very 
poor in manganese. To test rapidly for the presence of the 
metal several grains of the powdered drug or extract are in- 
cinerated in a platinum crucible. On cooling, the mass takes 
on the characteristic greenish or bluish green color, as a result 
of the presence of the manganates. If it is slightly acidified, 
there instantly develops the intense violet color of the perman- 
ganates. Digitalis ambigua and lutea do not show this reaction. 
It is specific for the official digitalis purpurea. 
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Nitrite Test for Indican in Urine —M. Barberio (Policlin., 
Rome, April, 1911) comments on the great importance of examin- 
ing the urine for indican as a sign of disease, and recommends 
a very dilute solution of sodium nitrite for the reagent. Two or 
three drops are mixed with 5 Cc. of filtered urine and well 
shaken, then 5 Cc. of concentrated hydrochloric acid and 2 Cc. 
of chloroform are added. The tint changes from clear yellow to 
violet if indican is present, the chloroform, colorless at first, 
changes to blue, while the supernatant fluid is dark yellow, pink- 
ish, or violet. Comparison of the findings with this method and 
with Obermayer’s shows that the chloroform takes up the indigo 
blue more rapidly and intensely with sodium nitrite. The rapidity 
of the reaction prevents the formation of indirubin and thus 
protects against a frequent source of error, but its chief advan- 
tage is that the reagent, sodium nitrite solution, is easily pre- 
pared, is fairly stable, and acts so promptly that it is well adapted 
for everyday routine practice. The author recommends use of a 
solution made by dissolving 1 part of pure sodium nitrite in 2,000 
parts of distilled water. 

Lubricant for Glass Stoppers.—The following composi- 
tion, in two grades, is suggested (Tidsskrift for Kemi, Farmac. 
og. Terap., 1911, No. 12, through Pharm, Jour.), the alternative 
figures being for hard and soft respectively: Brown guttapercha 
tissue, 16.0 Gms.—25.0 Gms.; soft paraffin, 12. Gms.—z20.0 Gms.; 
hard paraffin, 1.0 Gms.—1.0 to 1.5 Gms. The hard paraffin and 
soft paraffin are melted together in a porcelain dish and the 
guttapercha, cut into small pieces, is added with constant stir- 
ring, the mixture not being allowed to boil. When the whole 
is homogeneous, it is set aside to cool, when it is ready for use. 
The hard mass is especially useful for all cut glass surfaces. 
which are for shutting down air tight; the soft variety is for 
burette stopcocks, etc. The composition is applied in small 
quantity to the surfaces, which have carefully been cleaned and 
dried. The parts are rubbed together until a perfectly trans- 
parent appearance results. 

A New Indicator has been found in the pigment of rad- 
ishes. If ripe radishes are extracted by means of 95 per cent. 
alcohol there is obtained a red fluid, which is exceedingly sensi- 
tive to acids or alkaloids. Sometimes this extract may be slightly 
acid, due to the presence of vegetable acid in the plant, in which 
case it may be neutralized by the addition of a few drops of some 
alkaline solution. Acids react with this solution, giving a marked 
red tint, which is as intense as that of methylorange with strongly 
acid solutions. Alkaloids, on the other hand, cause a green col- 
oration, which changes on further concentration to a blue. Its 
sensitiveness to alkaloids is greater than that of methylorange or 
phenolphthalein. Like litmus and phenolphthalein it is sensitive 
to frees carbon dioxide, which must be removed for accurate 
results.

The reference on page 34 of the American Drucaist for 
August 14 brought to mind what I’ have wished for a number 
of years. Now that the Pharmacopceia is undergoing revision 
it seems to me 2 good time for at least a consideration of the 
matter. 

Tt is a fact that practically all retail drug stores make up their 
stock of spirit of nitrous ether from the concentrated article and 
that this goes into prescriptions. An extemporaneous making of 
sweet spirits nitre would be a great advance and would capture 
the physician’s attention and confidence, and more of the spirit 
would be used. Whenever and wherever the drug inspector 
goes, as he does in Georgia, he always condemns the sweet spirit 
of nitre. I am rusty now after thirty years away from college 
and not able to discuss the chemistry of this subject, but would 
be glad if the Pharmacopceia revisers would consider it.

This space, however, 
should be always in the same position, and the copy of the ad- 
vertisement must be changed every issue. There is no more 
sense in running stale advertisements tian in selling stale goods. 

I have seen a good many dealers begin advertising with a 
good, fresh ad every issue, and after a few weeks allow the 
ads go over occasionally, and end by letting the same ad run 
indefinitely, A new broom sweeps clean. The advertising that 
business is the kind that is

York. If the majority of the 
advertisers on the page 
are using a type face like Devinne, Caslon or Cheltenham, the 
drug store putting a 36 point Gothic caps and lower case head- 
ing on its five inches double column ad, will find that no one 
can pass by that page without seeing that head line at least. 

Then, too, the printer should be adjured not to put into the 
same ad all the different kinds of type in the shop. He should 
use just one kind and no more sizes than are necessary, prefer- 
ably two, or three sizes, at the most, 

Because the particular newspaper they are using is a poor 
medium, with few readers and a cheap rate, some druggists do 
not take pains with their advertisement. That means money 
lost. The poorer the paper the more anything good will stand 
out. The poorer the advertising of the other advertisers there, 
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the better for the one good ad. The less the number of readers, 
the more important that all of them be interested. It is never 
worth while to be slack about an advertisement. Any medium 
that costs money calls for the best advertisement that can be 
placed in it. 

Every newspaper advertisement should leave its reader with 
some definite impression, some mental imprint. This cannot be

the case if many things are mentioned in one advertisement. 
There should, except in a large space, be one item or one line of 
goods described and a few points brought forcibly to the read- 
er’s attention. The reader of an advertisement should turn 
away with some one definite idea in mind, gained from the ad. 

The large space advertisements are usually nothing more than 
collections of small ads, mentioning each its own line, and so 
arranged that the reader will easily find the space devoted to 
the goods of interest to herself. 

The headline should be prominent, and it should in its 
sentiment bear some relation to the goods mentioned below it. 
The freak headline of the kind used by some inexperienced 
advertisers is not good, To head an advertisement “Terrible 
Accident!” or “Lost, $500,” and then go on to say that the 
heading is a fake, by twisting it around to a reference to some 
of the goods in the store is to disgust the reader and also make 
it harder to get his attention again. Such headings hurt not 
only the advertiser who uses them, but all advertisers. 

Any method of fooling the public has no place in business 
or in advertising a business. Even the most harmless fraud 
or joke has its reaction, and since “action and reaction are equal 
and in opposite directions” it can be counted upon to injure the 
business of the advertiser. 

Straight talk is the only kind of talk that creates business. 

Newspaper advertising will not work miracles. Jt will not 
sell goods that are unsalable and it will not double the business 
of the store in a year. But it will accomplish wonders if it is 
persisted in. It should not be dramatic or theatrical or even 
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“cute.” It should be good business sense, kept up week in and 
week out. 

It takes time to build up a business by any means. Adver- 
tising grows in value with each passing month it is used. The 
first month’s advertising has nothing but its own strength to 
produce the desired effects. The second month has its. own 


‘strength and that of the preceding month, It is the cumulative 


value of advertising that is most important. The newspaper 
space is worth more with each succeeding issue. 

It is the failure of advertising to produce large immediate 
results that discourages so many. druggists and causes them to 
give it up just as it is getting perhaps to a point where it would 
do the most good. Advertising is like medicine for a Sick busi- 
ness, and every druggist knows how foolish he thinks any one 
who buys a bottle of hair tonic and after using it two days 
comes back and says: “This isn’t any good. I’ve used it ac- 
cording to the directions for two days and my hair comes out 
just as badly as ever.” In advising the druggist to stick to the 
advertising in his local paper I am only, so to speak, advising 
him to take some of his own medicine. 

Whatever else the newspaper advertising may be, let it he 
honest. No dishonesty can creep into the ad and fail to pro- 
duce unfortunate results. People detect exaggerated values as 
soon as they buy the goods. They never again feel the same 
confidence in the advertising of a store that has told them it 
was giving them two dollars’ worth for $1.48 when as a matter 
of fact it was giving them just the value of the amount the) 
paid. 

Honesty and persistence are prime factors then in making

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Building a Suburban Business 


How a —— Man and His Wife Established a New Store—The Telephone as a Factor—A 
Pioneer in Telephone Advertising 


HEN a young druggist with only 
a limited capital marries and 
opens a small store in a_ residential 
suburb of a large city he is taking long 
chances. But if his wife is also a 
pharmacist and if both his wife and 
himself have a_ pleasing personality, 
with a good practical knowledge of the 
drug business, if both of them are will- 
ing and able to work early and late, 
economize in their personal expendi- 
tures, and keep a cheerful smile for the 
occasional patron, and if they have 
good taste and good judgment and 
good health, then they can count with 
some assurance on duplicating the suc- 
cess which seems to be coming to the 
proprietors of Hempel’s Pharmacy in 
their charming little neighborhood drug 
store at Fourteenth avenue and Fifty- 
fourth street, Brooklyn. In the first 
place a study of the surroundings 
showed that to be a_ success the store 
must be looked upon as a kind of 
neighborhood headquarters; that the 
neighbors must be encouraged to come in and sit down at 
the soda tables and take a leisurely glass of soda; 
that the store would have to be made a kind of social ren- 
dezvous, just as the liquor saloon is made the poor man’s 
club. The young proprietor had had considerable experience, 
having graduated at the New York.College of Pharmacy in 1902 
and served for some years in Fraser’s Fifth avenue pharmacy 
and in the Breitenbach Pharmacy at Madison avenue and Fifty- 
seventh street, New York. He had therefore come into contact 
with the more critical trade and being happily the possessor of a 
fair modicum of good looks and style knew how to deal with 
well to do people. His wife also had some experience in the 
drug business and a year’s instruction at the New York College 
of Pharmacy when the time came to open the new store. 

The store is the only business building on the avenue for 
several blocks. It sets back twenty feet from the curb, and has 
large, handsome plate glass windows set in flush with the wall. 
A dark mission oak was selected for the fixtures and for the 
half dozen tables and chairs which fill the center of the store. 
The door in the corner of the store is one step up from the 
pavement, a disadvantage which could hardly be remedied.

The apparent disadvantage of being twenty feet back from 
the curb was even turned into a positive advantage by converting 
the space thus left between the sidewalk and the store front into 
an attractive little summer garden covered by an awning and 
surrounded by a hedge of California privet, which gave a certain 
degree of privacy but still showed enough of the gay crowd 
around the little tables to lure others to enter during the sum- 
mer season and take an ice “al fresco.” 

The first departure from the beaten track, however, made by 
the proprietors was in the active campaign undertaken to edu- 
cate the public to send in orders by telephone. On another page 
we print a plate showing one of the first windows prepared, with 
a view to impressing on the public the fact that Hempel’s drug 
store was in immediate communication with every telephone sub- 
scriher. 

This was, we believe, the first telephone display ever made in 





a druggist’s window, or any other. In 
the front window was a large banner in 
green and gold, with the wording: 





ALL TELEPHONES LEAD TO 
HEMPEL’S 





A number of telephones stood about 
in the window, with lines all leading to 
one center under the above card. A 
number of attractive and tastefully let- 
tered placards were distributed through 
the window bearing such statements as 
are set forth in the cards shown here- 
with. 

When this idea was first put into 
execution, about a year ago, the soda 
season was about closing and on each 
of the tables which had been used for 
serving soda a telephone was put with 
a line leading to the station in the win- 
dow. On each table were appropriate 
piacards suggesting some particular arti- 
cle which could be ordered by tele- 
phone. One physician in passing was so much impressed that 
within a week he had telephoned fifteen prescriptions from his 
home a mile away. 

So successful was this display that the telephone company 
itself has taken up the work, provided printed placards and de- 
tailed a man to canvass drug stores with a view to installing

such displays, and over sixty similar displays have been made in 
the territory of Greater New York and northern New Jersey. 
An article on the subject by R. S. Scarburgh, advertising man- 
ager of the New York and New Jersey Telephone Company, 
was printed in the AMERICAN Druccist for October. 

We reprint herewith the wording of some of the cards 
which are furnished by the telephone company. 

For the first summer the work was hard. The young couple 
opened their store at seven in the morning and closed it to suit 
the convenience of the last lingering patron, sometimes as late 
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as three o’clock in the morning. Every patron was treated with 
the utmost consideration and made to feel that he was wel- 
come to sit as long as he chose over his ice cream soda or 
chocolate frappe. No rule for closing the store was followed

Dur- 
ing the hot summer evenings the wife, with a neat white apron, 
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were kept informed of this fact. The Hempel drug store cer- 
tainly seems to be well on the way to a very substantial success, 
for it is a success founded on industry, economy, intelligence, 
alertness and unfailing good nature and tact. The story is one

Modern Equipment for Hot Beverage Trade Available at 
Small Cost and Sure to Produce Big Profits— Examples 
of Up to Date One, Two, Three and Four Compart- 
ment Urns—How to Prepare Hot Soda Syrups and 
Recipes for Delicious Beverages 








| grass the cost of hot soda apparatus is by no means as 
great as that of a cold soda fountain, the profits obtainable 
from skillful serving of the warming, invigorating and nourish- 
ing winter drinks from comparatively inexpensive hot water, 
chocolate and coffee urns are proportionately much greater than 
those to be secured from the most expensive of fountains. A 
moderate priced equipment for the hot soda trade includes only 
one or two urns and a few dozen mugs and cups, together with 
supplies of syrups, juices and bouillons, while the returns which 
may he obtained from a satisfied clientele will easily pay for the 
entire equipment w‘thin the first two months of their instalment. 
It should be berne in mind that it is not necessary for the 
pharmacist contemplating entrance into the hot soda dispensing 
field to have a cold soda fountain in his store, as the hot soda 
equipment may be installed upon any convenient counter and is 
wholly independent from and separ-

great care should be taken to make 
a selection of urns which will be 
adequate to the business which the 
dispenser has reason to look for. 
While the plain, hot water urn may 
prove a sufficient equipment for the 
small store with a limited number 
of hot beverage customers, it would 
not fill the bill in a store where hot 
soda drinkers form an endless pro- 
cession toward this department. 
Even in instances where the or- 
SE, «Sw dinary hot water heater or single 
Urn. compartment urn appears sufficient 

to meet all demands at the outset of 

the winter, it frequently is found to be inadequate later when 
the number of patrons increases with the severity of the cold 
and when customers are pleased with the comforting beverages 
dispensed. It is advisable, therefore, to overestimate the require- 
ments of the hot soda business rather than to underestimate 





them, for, by judicious advertising of this business, the number 
of patrons and needs in the way of apparatus may be greatly 
augmented in every case. Instead of installing merely a single 
compartment or hot water urn, therefore, every druggist enter- 
ing the hot soda business would do well to anticipate his needs 
in equipment by purchasing a two or three compartment ap- 
paratus, and the pharmacist who has already found the dispens- 
ing from a one compartment urn profitable in past seasons 
should not hesitate in enlarging his equipment 
by installing also one of the multi-compart- 
ment urns which facilitate the serving of 
patrons with any and all of the beverages 
which they desire. 

All of the modern one, two, three and four 
compartment hot soda urns have so called 
“wash out” plugs, which permit a thorough 
cleansing of the faucets and prevent the 
souring of the beverages. Those manufac- 
tured by the Henry G. Loeber Company, of 
151 East 126th street, New York, are excel- 
lent examples of this high type of hot soda 
urn. The No. 183 model made by this com- 
pany, which has proved very popular with hot 
soda dispensers, has three compartments and 
is arranged for the serving of coffee, choco- 
late and hot water. Another new model, 
which has just been introduced by this company, permits the dis- 
pensing of three different beverages and has all the outlet cocks 
at the bottom of the apparatus. Any and all of the hot appa- 
ratus made by this company, of which pictures are furnished 
with this article, may be heated by gas and automatic gasoline 
burners, while its No. 185 may be heated by the ordinary vapor 
lamp. Even the smallest and cheapest of the company’s urns 
(that appearing at the extreme left hand side of the cut of the 
company’s products) has a protecting skirt at the bottom to 
prevent the flame from flickering or blowing out by drafts in the 
store. This protecting skirt also insures perfect combustion and 
quick heating. Atop the company’s one and two compartment 
urns there is room for heating the dispensing mugs and cups. 
The Henry G. Loeber Company also manufactures electric and 
automatic hot apparatus, but, outside of the large cities where 
electrical lighting and heating is easily available, it has found 
that the simple gas and gasoline burner urns are in greatest de- 
mand. 

A noteworthy reduction in the cost of hot soda apparatus 
which has taken place within the last few years has made it

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possible for every druggist contemplating engaging in hot bev- 
erage dispensing to obtain a handsome and efficient equipment at 
a comparatively small price. Until recent years a presentable 
hot soda apparatus could not be secured under $100 to $300, 
and many of the oldest of the manufacturers discouraged the 
sale of any except the most costly outfits, some of which cost 
$400, $500 and $600. Now, however, it is possible to obtain a 
handsome single compartment urn, made of heavy copper, beau- 
tifully nickel plated, as low as $7, while, for $25, one may buy

a strictly modern, up to the minute three compartment urn with 
vitrified porcelain coffee and chocolate compartments, attractive 
enough for the finest store in the country. Such apparatus is 
procurable from the McCahill Soda Fountain Company, of 319 
East Fifty-third street, New York, which guarantees to make 
deliveries on all orders within a few days after receipt of same. 

One of the McCahill Soda Fountain Company’s urns, repro- 
duced in connection with this article, is a fair sample of the 
evolution which has taken place in hot soda apparatus. The 
cost of this urn is only a fraction of the price paid for such 
apparatus a few years ago, but the urn is among the handsomest 
and most useful on the market. This urn, which has three com- 
partments. to be used for hot coffee and 
chocolate, or any other three beverages, costs only $25. 

The “Geyser” three compartment urn manufactured and sold 
by the Liquid Carbonic Company, of Chicago. which has 
branches in all the other leading cities of the country. is also one 
of the most desirable of hot soda urns. This urn has a coffee 
reservoir in the center, surrounded by a hot water reservoir, 
with another reservoir at the top for keeping milk and chocolate 
hot. A cut of this urn accompanies this article. The “Geyser” 
is built in several sizes, the largest holding 5 gallons of coffee, 


heating water,

4 gallons of water and 234 gallons oi chocolate or milk. A 
coffee urn, also made by the Liquid Carbonic Company, is pro- 
vided with a sack sewed to a metal ring in such a way that the 
hot water percolates through:the body of coffee into the bottom 
of the compartment. The entire compartment is made of vitri- 
fied porcelain and may be kept scrupulously clean. This coffee 
urn is also supplied with a chocolate warmer at its top, this lat- 
ter style being called the “Duplex.” A handsome and extremely 
useful chocolate urn, made by the Liquid Carbonic Company, 
which has found favor in the trade, has a porcelain lined metal 
chocolate reservoir extending far down into the body of the 
hot water (as may be observed from the sectional view cut ac- 
companying this article). This reservoir is supplied with an 
agitator or mixer, which is easily spun around with thumb and 
finger from the top of the urn. This “Liquid” chocolate urn is 
used to advantage in dispensing ready made cocoas or choco- 
lates, a higher degree of solubility being acquired from the 
cooking process thus provided for than is possible by pouring 
hot water into cocoa powder The Superior Electric Water 
Heater, also sold by the Liquid Carbonic Company, is becoming

more popular every day wherever dispensers have both day and 
a night electric service. Either the alternating or direct electric 
current service may be used in this heater. In order to start 
it, water is poured into the translucent glass globe at the top 
of the heater through a funnel or from a pitcher and the elec- 
tric current is then turned In about half a minute, the 
first cupful of hot water is ready for use. Fifteen 
thereafter, another cupful may be drawn and. if the current is 
kept on continuously, the entire reservoir of water will soon 
be boiling so that service fyom the heater is practically con- 
tinuous. The best practice with this heater, however, is to

HOT SODA IN BUFFALO 


It Pays—Give Them Good Drinks, the Public Does the 
Rest—No Profit in Lunches 


| apes \LO, November 16.—‘The way to set up a hot-soda 
business,” said the experienced dispenser, “is to provide 
the sorts of drink that people want, then do a proper amount 
of advertising and the people will do the rest.” The city drug 
stores are putting in hot drinks of various sorts quite generally 
now, if they keep their fountains open through the winter, and 
most of them say it pays to do so. Some effort has been made 
to increase the variety, but not very much progress is possible, 
just because the hot chocolate leads everything else very much 
as it does in the cold fountain. 

There is, of course, a number of hot drinks suitable to be 
sold along with the chocolate, such as coffee and bouillon, all 
of which have their devotees, but in many cases the dispenser 
grows discouraged in either case and falls back on the idea that 
if the people want chocolate and not ‘much else why not give 
it to them? In that case ali one’s skill can be directed to the 
one drink and let the side flavors remain in the background. 

One dispenser is even against the idea of setting up much 
that looks like a noon lunch. Foodstuffs are costing so much, 
he says, that it is very hard to get any profit out of lunches. 
There are so many restatirants everywhere that they must be 
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met in all sorts of ways and how is a retined drug stand going 
to meet the beer-and-wiener lunch that appears, even in this day 
of dainty foods, to be holding its own pretty well along with 
other things? 

As to advertising, the window display leads, and to that is 
added the many notices of the liner sort, posted about the foun- 
tain. Some druggists are also advertising regularly once 2 week 
in a daily paper and if there is a local weekly in the district 
that always gets some of this business. After all there is the 
success that comes of doing the right thing, keeping the counter 
and premises in a tidy appearance and doing the personal part 
approvingly. The hotel that permits its waiters to “throw things

at the guests” at table will not prosper long and it is the 
same thing in a lesser way with the soda fountain. Another 
help is always to keep the cold soda fountain in operation, as 
one part helps the other.

Hot Soda Water in Chicago 


Three Widely Different Types of Stores Make Hot Soda Pay—How a Neighborhood Store Has 
Built Up a Paying Business—The Big Down Town Store with a Lunch Counter 
Attachment—The Little Down Town Store Holds Its Own in the Loop 
District Through Quality Service—Their Favorite Formulas 


HICAGO, November 7.—The hot soda trade in Chicago has 
gotten under way rather earlier than usual, owing to the 
uncommon amount of cool and wet weather this fall. 

More drug stores than ever before are serving hot soda as 
well as cold, or serve hot alone. The number of such 
stores, however, is still far froni what the possibilities of the 
business, when thoroughly understood, would warrant. 

Your correspondent called at three drug stores, representing 
three different types of drug business in a metropolitan city like 
Chicago. Each of these stores has built up a big hot, as well as 
cold soda trade, in its respective sphere of influence. As condi- 
tions and methods different it seems that a 
description of each will be of more interest than a composite 
picture of the three.

Lemon, orange, grape juice, strawberry, pineapple, 
raspberry, cherry, vanilla, chocolate, mixed fruit and Coca Cola 
make up the list of fruits and extracts used, and all except the 
last he prepares on the place, having ample space back of the 
store. 

In grape juice, which he is busily engaged in making at pres- 
ent, he has established such a standard of quality that druggists 
all over the city’come to him for supplies. 

New York Concord grapes are used for this purpose. They 
are first crushed in a hogshead, mixed with one pound of sugar 
to each basket of grapes, the mixture then heated, and after 
careful straining the juice is stored, in large or small glass 
bottles, in a cool, dark storeroom. At the present time the cost 
of materials used in a gallon of this pure grape juice is 28 cents. 

The hot drinks served are three in number, namely, tomato 
bouillon, Steero cube bouillon and checolate, the latter being 
his leader.

A regular restaurant business is done at the soda fountain 
in this store, as may be seen from a glance at their menu. An 
idea of the volume of business done may be gathered from the 
fact that Mr. Thom has twelve soda dispensers working under 
his direction, and in rooms below five women are constantly at 
work cooking or cleaning. 

Eternal vigilance is the price of prosperity even in a location 
like this, and Mr. Thom is constantly devising ways and means 
to push the sale of soda, hot or cold. Specialties are advertised 
every day by means of signs pasted to the inside of the show 
windows. An expert chemist is employed to analyze the ice 
The results of his analysis 
are always posted in the window. Recently a giant coffee pot 
of steaming hot: coffee was displayed in one of the windows. 
This pot was tipped at such an angle that the coffee poured out 
in a solid stream into a large pan below. As the coffee pot was 
suspended from the top of the window only by thin wires there 
was great interest and speculation on the part of the public as 
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to how the supply of hot coffee got back into the pot, and the 
demand at the soda fountain for this drink was materially in- 
creased. Hot coffee is quite a leader. Manor House brand, at 
32 cents a pound, making twenty cups to the pound, and there- 
fore selling over the counter for $2, is used. 

Gas is used for cooking and steam for keeping things hot.

HOT EGG CHOCOLATE. 

Take one egg,a little plain cream, half an ounce of hot choco- 
late paste, shake well, then fill up with hot water and top off 
with whipped cream. 

HOT CHICKEN BROTH. 
Can best be obtained from the wholesale druggist or grocer. 


HOT TOMATO SOUP. 
Can best be obtained from the wholesale druggist or grocer. 
HOT COFFEE. 

‘Lake 1 pound of the best grade of coffee and 2% gallons of 
boiling water. Put the ground coffee in a bag and pass the 
water through the coffee sack two or three times. 

To serve “Boston” style, use half cream and half coffee, 
served with whipped creain. ‘ 


HOT MALTED MILK. 
One spoonful of malted milk, a little hot water, stir, then add 
a little plain cream and fill with hot water. 


HOT EGG LEMONADE. 

One egg, juice of 1 lemon, 3 spoonfuls of powdered sugar. 
Beat the egg with lemon juice and sugar. Mix while adding the 
hot water. Serve with nutmeg and cinnamon.

One dram beef fluid, fill up with hot water, and serve with

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HOT CLAM BOUILLON, 
Hot clam bouillon or broth, 1 ounce to the cup, add a little 
plain cream, then fill up with hot water. 


HOT LEMONADE. 

There are numerous ways of preparing hot lemonade. Mr. 
Thum says: “If you are as particular about making it good as 
you are about hot chocolate, there is no reason why it won't 
profit you to make it from the juice of half a lemon. Add one 
teaspconful of powdered sugar, twist a small portion of lemon 
peel over the cup, then fill up with hot water.” 


A Smal! Store Doing a:Big Business in the Shopping Centre 

Scupham’s pharmacy is a small store doing a big business. 
It is at the corner of Wabash avenue and Randolph street, right 
in the loop district, but a block away from the densest crowds of 
retail shoppers on State street. 

Marshall Field’s famous store, which is right adjoining, does 
not sell groceries, drugs or soda water, and its restaurant is a 
little too high priced for many people, so shoppers and employees 
at the big store form a large share of the patrons at the ever 
crowded soda fountain in W. C. Scupham’s drug store. 

There are only 1,200 square feet of floor space in the whole 
store, and the attractive little fountain is but 14 feet in length. 
Every inch of space has to be economized. 

Harry Lippert, still very boyish looking, has managed this 
fountain for eleven years, and in that time has built up the 
present large patronage. He is an enthusiastic advocate of hot 
soda, and following the Christmas holidays usually has a window 
display of their soups in the making. The soda fountain busi- 
ness, both hot and cold, is boomed in the winter, and it pays. 

Soups, bouillons, ham and cheese sandwiches, pound cake, 
and apple and cherry pie, are specialties served in addition to 
the fancy and ordinary hot drinks. Business’ men and clerks 
often drop in here for a light hot lunch instead of going to a 
restaurant to eat. After the theater also there is always a 
crowd who stop for a little bite and a hot drink before going 
home. Patrons are sometimes standing three deep in front of 
the little soda fountain, and it is often quite a problem for 
Manager Lippert and his two assistants, Grover W. Sachsel and 
Jce Goldstein, to handle the crowds that are in a hurry to be 
served. 

Ore of the main factors in building up a big hot and cold 
soda business here has been the quality of the eggs served in 
the favorite egg drinks. These are produced at Homewood 
Poultry Farm, 24 miles out of Chicago, and owned by Mr. Scup- 
ham, the proprietor of the store. The eggs are shipped in daily, 
and this fact is always featured by a sign in the window. Natu- 
rally, these eggs are above reproach, and egg drinks are always 
a leader. 

In the preparation of hot drinks an urn was formerly used, 
but a boiler, which has since been substituted, has been found 
much more satisfactory. The boiler was made to order, and 
contrary to the usual custom, is on a level with the counter and 
in plain view. Every movement of the dispenser can thus be 
seen by the customer, and the utmost neatness is imperative. 


The Tennessee Pure Soda League 


At a meeting of Nashville druggists and soda fountain own- 
ers, recently held in that city, an organization to be known as 
the Tennessee Pure Soda League was formed, to have for its 
purpose the uplift and advancement of the soda water trade 
throughout the state. A feature of the league will be the issuing 
of a membership certificate to members promising to abide by all 
pure food laws and sanitary statutes. While the league was or- 
ganized in Nashville it is intended to extend its scope all over 
the state and all druggists and soda dispensers will be invited 
to become members.

Answer: (a) Arsenic trioxide is an irritant to the mucous 
membrane and produces gastric irritation if given on an empty 
stomach. (b) The organic acids are secreted in the urine as 
alkali carbonates, giving an alkaline reaction. (c) Benzoic acid 
is eliminated by the kidneys as hippuric acid, therefore the acid 
reaction of the urine. (d) Charcoal has the property of absorb- 
ing the alkaloids and also of protecting the walls of the stomach, 
etc. (e) Albumen forms an insoluble precipitate with metallic 
salts. (f) In order to rid the stomach of this precipitate an 
emetic should be given. (g) An excess of albumen should be 
avoided, because the formic mercury albuminate is soluble in 
albumen (also in the alkaline juices of the intestines). The 
albumen of one egg should be given for every four grains of 
corrosive sublimate.

Invades Great Britain 


Prominent Leaders from England, Scotland and Ireland Visit United States as Guests of 
U. D. C.—British Pharmacists Much Interested— Wholesalers 
and Manufacturers Skeptical 


(From Our London Correspondent.) 


O NE of the main topics of pharmaceutical interest in this 

country at the moment is the threatened invasion of the 
United Drug Company of America. The whole trade is watch- 
ing keenly the trend of events following on the capture of some 
of the leading pharmacists in this country by the executive of 
the U. D. C. It is an entirely new sensation, so far as British 
pharmacy is concerned, and the free trip to the United States 
and the hospitality to the British delegates have produced a 
piquant situation. Further details of the doings of the delegates 
in America are anxiously awaited, and the subsequent proceed- 
ings (when the junketings are over) give rise to much specu- 
lative curiosity. 

The boldness of the U. D. C. methods is what, appeals to— 
and appals—the British mind. It is described by the cognoscenti 
as “a regular American hustle you off the earth” method of 
doing things, and dire prophecies of failure are rife. But it is 
the personnel of the delegates that is the disturbing influence. It 
shocks the staid British pharmaceutical conscience to think that 
men whom they have honored and put in high places should 
coquette with transatlantic adventurers. Richard A. Robinson, 
erstwhile president of the august Pharmaceutical Society of 
Great Britain, and a name to conjure with in social and political 
circles, is the head and front of their offending. “Et tu, Rich- 
ard!” wail the orthodox in mournful numbers. Also the Irish 
knight of the same name, who has gone to the Rexall convention 
to represent the Green Isle. There will surely be “wigs on the 
green” when Sir Thomas returns to his native city. The cold, 
gray North—Scotland—is represented by an examiner of the 
Pharmaceutical Society, a member of the North British execu- 
tive, the chairman of the Chemists’ Defense Association, and the 
managing director of an historic Scottish pharmacy, all com- 
bined in the person of John W. Sutherland. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the Rexall advance agents have 
selected their guests with discrimination and a fine sense of the 
fitness of things. And no wonder there is a fluttering in the 
dovecotes of the elect, and many wise shakings of the head and 
gloomy prophecies for the future of pharmacy. We atready 
have our company chemists with multiple stores spreading 
octopuslike over the land, but a “convention” of twenty-five 
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hundred persons, 1s described in the last issue of the AMERICAN 
DrucGistT, staggers the stolid British imagination. It 
to be seen whether the Boston convention, with its theater par- 
ties and sightseeing excursions, skillfully interlarding the neces- 
sary business addresses, will sufficiently impress the British dele- 
gates with the idea that there is a great future for the Rexall 
Remedies in Great Britain. The vital question is: Will the 
British delegates co-operate enthusiastically toward the attain- 
ment of that success. 
THE USE OF THE RED CROSS 

Another disturbing episode, particularly to 
and wholesalers, is the publication of the Geneva Convention act, 
1911, prohibiting the use of the emblem of a red cross on white 
ground without the authority (in Great Britain) of the Army 
Council. Many firms have used the red cross as a distinguishing 
mark for surgical and hygienic articles for many years. Others 
have applied the mark to pharmaceutical specialties of various 
kinds, such as liniments, etc. and it may be that some have 
protected themselves by trademarks. It had become so common 
a mark that this sudden prohibition has created consternation, 
and letters have poured into the War Office authorities. The 
Geneva Convention, being an international affair, presumably 
this decision will affect American manufacturers as well as those 
of other countries. There are several well known brands of 
surgical and antiseptic dressings of American origin, well known 
in this country, that bear either the red cross on white ground, 
the words “Red Cross” or “Geneva Cross.” There is some curi- 
osity here as to how these brands will be affected

THE TELEPHONE SITUATION 
IN NEW YORK 





Telephone Company Cuts Druggists’ Commissions from 
Twenty to Ten Percent.—Multiple Coin Slot Machines 
Being Installed—Druggists Protest—German Apothe- 
caries Act—Conference Committee Confer with Tele- 
phone Authorities—Druggists Pledge Co-operation 
with Conference 





HE New York and New Jersey Telephone Company, which 
controls the Bell Telephone plants throughout New Jersey 
and the lower part of New York State, have begun the instal- 
lation of multiple coin slot machines in druggists’ pay stations 
under contract which gives the druggist a commission of ten 
percent. on the tolls received instead of the twenty percent. 
they have paid the druggists in New York City heretofore. This 
matter was brought before the New York German Apothecaries’ 
Society, which mailed a card to every druggist in the city advis- 
ing them not to sign the new contract. A meeting was called 
of the New York Pharmaceutical Conference at the New York 
College of Pharmacy on Thursday afternoon, October 9, to con- 
sider the matter. Delegates were present from thirteen different 
pharmaceutical organizations, and on motion of C. O. Bigelow 
the secretary was instructed to send out a call to all druggists 
in the city of New York asking them not to sign the new 
contract and furnishing a return reply post card addressed to 
the secretary, signature to which pledged the druggist to co-op- 
erate with the conference and to sanction any line of action 
advocated by that body. David J. Reese, chairman of the tele- 
phone committee of the Philadelphia Association of Retail 
Druggists and Frank W. Fluck, former chairman of this com- 
mittee’ and former president of the P. A. R. D., addressed the 
members of the conference on the subject of the telephone situa- 
tion and gave a history of the movement in Philadelphia which 
resulted in obtaining for the Philadelphia druggists commis- 
sions ranging from 25 to 33 1/3 percent., according to the 
amount of telephone tolls taken in. Mr. Reese said that the 
Philadelphia druggists had been able to prove to the satisfac- 
tion of the telephone company that it was to their interests to 
give the larger commissions since the interest taken by the retail 
druggists in building up the telephone service amply compen- 
sated the company for the increase in their commissions. The 
following committee was appointed with instructions to confer 
with the telephone company on the subject:

HE New York Branch of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association met in the library of the.

Thomas P. Cook, chairman of the 
committee on legislation, stated an arrangement had been made 
by which the committee would be notified of all proposed legis- 
lation affecting pharmacy. Otto Raubenheimer read a report 
as chairman of the committee on pharmacy reviewing the prog- 
ress of pharmacy during the past month. T. D. MclIlhenie was 
elected to fill the unexpired term of Mr. Hitchcock as a member 
of the council of the A. Ph. A. 

The secretary, Hugh Craig, read by title the formulas which 
had been put forth for criticism by the National Formulary 
Committee and the following members agreed to undertake the 
separation of one or more of the formulas called for with a 
view to a criticism of the results:.J. Leon Lascoff, M. H. De- 
Young, H. L. Disosway, Dr. Joseph Weinstein, Baron von 
Oefele, Professor Horstman, Hugh Craig, and Alexander Gard- 
ner. 

Professor Arny, Mr. Raubenheimer, Baron von Oefele, Jacob 
Diner, and Hugh Craig discussed several features of the pro- 
posed formulas. The secretary was instructed to request the 
members to prepare specimens of preparations from the formulas 
and report on the results at the next meeting, which is to be 
held in Brooklyn. 


Kings County Pharmaceutical Society Meeting 


President Dorrden called the regular meeting of the Kings 
County Pharmaceutical Society to order at 3 p. m. on Tuesday, 
November 14. The treasurer reported a balance in the treasury 
of the society of $696.95 and of the college of $15,014.46. There 
being no applications, no new members were elected. The super- 
vising committee reported a greater attendance in the college 
than on any former years.

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Condition of Trade 
New York, November 15, 1911. 

Wholesale dealers in drugs and chemicals have had little 
cause for complaint during the period covered by this review. 
The consuming demand has continued seasonably active, and 
although buyers have been disposed to limit purchases to job- 
bing quantities, business in the aggregate has reached a fairly 
liberal volume, and the general trend of prices has continued 
upward, as is shown in the following lists of advances and de- 
clines. Among the prominent features of the general situation 
is the stronger position of all China products, due to the re- 
volt and consequent unsettled condition of political affairs in 
that country. The articles largely affected include rhubarb, 
anise and cassia oils and Chinese blistering flies, all of which 





show a substantial advance in values. 
some of the products of Italy and Turkey liave been affected, 
but not to the same extent as those from China.

Acetic acid is higher under the influence of increased cost of 
production, and quotations for U. S. P. 36 percent. in carboys 
have been advanced to $4.45 to $5,05, as to quality. 

Alexandria senna siftings are in reduced supply and firmer, 
as there is none offered for shipment from primary markets ear- 
lier than January, and spot quotations have been advanced to 
714 to &c. 

American saffron has steadily advanced in value, as the 
stock is under good control, and quotations at the close are 30 
to 33c, as to quantity. 

Balm of Gilead buds are firmer on account of reduced stocks, 
and quotations have been advanced to 25 to 28c, as to quantity. 

Balsam copaiba is stronger, owing to diminishing stocks, es- 
pecially of South American pure, and quotations for this grade 
have been advanced to 48 to 50c. 

3alsam fir, Oregon, is firmer to the extent that some hold- 
ers have advanced their inside price to 82%c, but limited quan- 
tities are still available at 8oc. 

Balsam Peru is offered more freely and quotations have de- 
clined to $1.70 to $1.80 for true. 

Balsam tolu is stronger owing to scarcity and a good de- 
mand, and quotations have been advanced to 50 to 55c. 

Bayberry wax is decidedly firmer, under an improved de- 
mand, part for export. Supplies have been materially reduced 
both here and in producing markets, and a_ steady upward 
trend of prices has brought the closing figures up to 32c in bar- 
rel lots and 33c for smaller quantities. 

Black haw bark of root is firm, owing to light available stocks, 
and quotations have been advanced to 19 to 20c. 

Burgundy pitch is slightly easier and quotations have been 
reduced to 5% to 5c. 

Calabar beans are stronger, owing to light stocks here and 
practically bare primary markets, and the spot quotation is ad- 
vanced to 65c. 

Gambier is firmer owing to decreased shipments from Singa- 
pore, and dealers have advanced spot prices to 7 to 7c. 

Carbolic acid in drums is another decidedly scarce article, 
and dealers have advanced prices to 19 to 20c.

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Chloroform is weaker under the influence of lower foreign 
markets, and domestic manufacturers .have reduced quotations to 
25 to 35c, as to quantity.

Short buchu leaves are easier, both here and in primary mar- 
kets, and there are sellers of spot goods at 85 to 90c_ Long are 
quoted 65 to 7oc. 

Small flake manna is easier, owing to larger stocks and com- 
petition among dealers, and quotations have been reduced to 
790 to 75c. 

Soap bark is dull and lower, owing to lessened consumption, 
and quotations have been reduced to 7 to 7%c for crushed and 
8 to 8%c for cut. 

Socotrine aloes are slightly easier, with quotations reduced 
to 23 to 25c, and’sales are noted at the inside figure. 

Spanish saffron is firmer owing to an advance in the import 
cost, due to unfavorable weather in growing districts, and spot 
quotations have been marked up to $10.75 to $11, 

St. Ignatius beans are scarce here and higher abroad, and 
dealers have advanced their prices to 40c. 
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St. Vincent arrowroot is decidedly stronger, both here and in 
primary markets, and spot quotations have been advanced to 
834 to 9c. 

Sugar of milk continues scarce, the available supply having 
been materially depleted by the filling of export orders. None 
of the manufacturers are in position to accept new business, as 
their entire output is needed for deliveries on contracts, and 
dealers offer only sparingly at 20c. 

Tannic acid is higher, owing to increased cost of raw mate- 
rial, and manufacturers have advanced quotations for pharmaceu- 
tical descriptions to 58 to 6oc. 

Valerianates of all descriptions are firmer, with schedule 
prices advanced toc per pound. 

Wahoo bark of root is in light supply, and the market is 
firmer, with the quotation advanced to 50c.

Lump sal ammoniac is higher in sympathy with stronger pri- 
mary markets, and manufacturers have advanced their range of 
prices to 934 to 104, as to quantity. 

Permanganate of potash is in reduced supply, and firmer, with 
quotations showing a fractional advance to 9% to 9%c for small 
crystals. 

Powdered white arsenic is firmer, with an advance in quota- 
tions to 2% to 2c. 

Sodium benzoate is slow of sale, owing to decreased consump- 
tion, and quotations have been reduced to 26 to 27¢.

Anise oil is higher on account of the unsettled condition of 
political affairs in the country of production, and quotations have 
been advanced to $1.40 to $1.50. 

Baltimore wormseed oil is higher, with the quotation ad- 
vanced to $4.50, and the tendency of prices is still upward, as 
holders in producing districts are not inclined to shade $5. 

Bergamot oil is higher, owing to scarcity and consequent

Cassia oil also ig stronger under the same influence, and re- 
vised quotations show an advance to 95c to $1 for 75 to 80 per- 
cent. 

Clove oil is easier in sympathy with a weaker spice market, 
and quotations have been reduced to 95c to $1, as to quantity. 

Copaiba oil is firmer, owing to increased cost of balsam, and 
quotations show an advance tg $1.20 to $1.25. 

Croton oil is firmer, with quotations advanced to $1.15 to 
$1.20, as to quantity, and the tendency of values is still upward. 

Geranium oils are tending upward in price and the outside 
quotation has been marked up to $4.85. 

Lemon grass oii is in light supply and firmer both here and 
abroad, and spot quotations have been advanced to $1.85 to $2. 

Orange oil is a shade lower and the revised quotations for 
sweet are $2.55 to $2.60. 

Petit grain oil is firmer in sympathy with higher primary 
markets, and spot quotations for South American have been ad- 
vanced to $2.25 to $3.75, as to grade.

It 
is. in fact, a long spiral tube of corrugated metal, shaped 
like a candle. Its sides are perforated and its corruga-

through the meshes of the gauze and there 
is a miniature explosion within the wire 
cage, but the vapors without the cage fail 
to ignite because the wire gauze absorbs the 
heat. In the Davy lamp, however, the prin- 
ciple is only effective when the vapors are 
not in motion or subject to draft. Then, 
too, the thin wire meshes of the Davy lamp 
do not absorb sufficient heat for all pur- 
poses and, as a consequence, the wire gauze 
is frequently heated to a glowing state with 
the result that explosions sometimes occur 
beyond the wire inclosure. Because of its 
ability to absorb enormous quantities of 
heat and to cool all vapors, whether in mo- 
tion or quiet, the Langrhr device effectually 
prevents all possible explosions outside of 
its spiral metal tube. 

At the top of each of the Langrhr tubes 
there is a screw cap, which is to be re- 
moved when filling or emptying the com- 
bustible of the vessel, In this 
cap, moreover, there is a_ circular 
piece of soft metal or solder which will 
speedily melt in the event that the vessel is 
greatly heated in a general fire in a store- 
house. As this metal will melt long before 
the tank or can containing the combustible 
liquids is dissolved by fire, the combustible 
liquids will burn from the mouth of the

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Handsome Colored Art 
Plates of Medicinal Plants 


A beautiful set of twelve colored art plates of various med- 
ical plants in bloom have just been published for students of 
pharmacognosy, botanists and the pharmaceutical world by Lehn 
& Fink. The publishers have secured the original tinted photo- 
graphs, from which the plates have been made, from Hugo 
Ostermaier, a botanist and artist, who has held the mirror up to 
nature by photographing each of the plants and by coloring their 
counterfeit presentments with the exact hues which Nature has 
given to them. The subjects of this set of plates, which is known 
as “Series A,” are Aconitum Napellus (producing Herba Aconiti, 
Radix Aconiti), Adonis Vernalis (producing Herba Adonis 
Vernalis), Arnica Montana (producing Flores Arnice, Radix 
Arnice), Atropa Belladonna (Folia Belladonne, Radix Bella- 
donne), Colchicum Autumnale (Radix, Cormus Colchici, Se- 
Colchici), Datura Stramonium (Folia Stramonii, Semen 
Stramonii), Digitalis Purpurea (Folia Digitalis), Gentiana Lu- 
tea (Radix Gentiane), Papaveris Rhoeas (Flores Rhoeados), 
Pulsatilla Vulgaris (Herba Pulsatille), Valeriana Officinalis 
(Radix, Rhizoma Valeriane), Veratrum Album, together with 
Pinus Pumillo (Radix, Rhizoma, Veratri albi, Olem Pini pu- 
milionis). 

All of the photographs have been taken by Mr. Ostermaier 
at the places where the plants were actually growing amid their 
natural surroundings. They show the flowers, leaves and stalks 
ot the plants in minute detail. In taking the photographs the 
artist experienced considerable difficulty, as he was compelled to 
make several excursions to their habitats in order to secure per- 
fect specimens. Frequently, when he had discovered the plant 
which he wished to photograph, he found it was not in bloom 
cud therefore had to make another trip to the spot where it 
was growing. Sometimes, however, the season had progressed 
too far before he discovered one or more of the plants which he 
wished to photograph, and, in a few instances, when revisiting 
plants previously discovered, he perceived, to his dismay, that 
they had been torn up and trampled under the heedfess feet of 
tourists. 

It is felt by the publishers of this first set of botanical plant 
plates that only such an artist as Mr. Ostermaier would be able 
to carry out a plan to reproduce all such plants successfully. If 
there is a sufficient demand for this first set of plates, Lehn & 
Fink will continue to publish new series until they have recorded 
on these plates all the important drug plants of the world. To 
students of pharmacy and to all lovers of nature, as well as to 
teachers, instructors and professors in schools and colleges of 
pharmacy, the plates should prove invaluable. Series “A” may 
he obtained /of the publishers for 25 cents.
